always been very conservatively managed. 

—Tlie residents of VVntertown are re- 
joicing over the prospect of an electric 
street railway line through Cnnibrid;'e to 
Boston, now that the Brattle street location 
lias been secured. The West End line is 
piirtiallv equipped for electric service from 
■Nonantum square, Newton, through Centre 
and Galen streets to Watertown, and from 
Watertown to .Mt. Auburn. 'I’he tracks 
are wired, but the poles have not yet been 
placed in position. It l.s expected tliat the 
electric cars will be run over the entire 
route from Newton to Boston before the 
advent of another summer. 

—Tlie Newton & Boston Street Railway 
Company was before the railroad commis- 
sioners again Monday morning on its peti- 
tion for an approval of the proposed Issim 
of Increased capital stock, and ft»r the 
determination of its price to stockholders. 
Mr. 8. L. Powers, counsel for the mad 
amended the petition so tiiut tlie road asks 
for an Increase of 850.000, in place of tlie 
S15O,0<;0 contemplated in the act of .Iiine (i. 
'9.'L President Parker and Treasurer Rich- 
ards of the road testified to tlie details of 
its business. It api*ears tliat the work of 
extension, constructlitn and purchase, for 
wlilcli the act says they may i<sue an in- 
crease of stock, was largely accomplished 
between tiie time of the introduction of 
the Hi*t and its becoming a law. This com- 
pleted work created a debt, but the act 
does not autliori/e tlie issue of ‘■took to pay 
indebtedness, but only for work to lie done 
in the future. Tills point was raised by 
the clmiriuan of tlie board, and tlie mutter 
was again suspended for the consideration 
of this and certain minor points efTecting 
tiie amount of stock that may be issued.

Read over aloud a difficult 
pa.ssage until it becomes clearer and try 
to give an illustiation from something or 
somebody about you. Soon you will 
find that the concealed truths Uo not 
seem so complex as when you began, 
and you can understand the meaning in 
shorter time. You will find that you 
have a clearer insight iuto character 
about you. 

In this way, you will educate yourself 
and will cultivate a taste lor the purest 
of literature. You cau hel|) your fellow 
men by trying to iinplaut in them a de- 
sire tor pure and helpful reading.

This is undoubtedly the 
largest lot of Confederate money in tho 
world.

Thoro liavo recently been reeeiv^fl at 
the Mexican iiorder two rarloadsof gov- 
ernment freiglit eonrif'ting of the new 
line monuments and other nei cssHriee 
for tlie work of definitely marking the 
boundary line Is-tween the United State? 
and Mexico. On 1 1n; old inomiments iron 
])lates are to Ik? affixed |)y mimns of 
bolts, on which is inaeriiwd in rai.a<*(I 
letters: “Repaired by the boundary 
commission, created liy tbo treaties of 
1882-1889. The destrnctiiai or displace- 
ment of this monniiient is a misdemean- 
or puiiisbable by tbo Cnited States or 
Mexico.” 

The new monuments aro of iron. 0 feet 
high from base to top of H(]UHre. and fi 
feet 0 inches high from base to n[K.*x 
The shafts are tapering, heir.' about 12 
inches sipiare at the base and 10 inches 
at the top of sipiare. the crown tapering 
to a jioint. On ono side of tho shaft in 
raised letters is the following; “Bound- 
ary of the Pnited .Stnt (under which 
an American eagle apjiears), treaty of 
1852. re-established by treaties 188*2-9. 
Tho destruction or displacement of this 
monninent is a mi.sdernennor punishable 
by the United States or Mexico.” These 
latter monuments will bo bolted on the 
concrete base. 2 feet thick by 3 feet 
square and placed about two miles and 
four-tenths apart. — Dallas News. 


Wliolesnlo Viiccliiation. 

A few weeks ago the sultan of Turkey 
had his wives vaccinated. As no female 
doctor had yet found her way to the Bos- 
porus tiK're was nothing for it but to 
admit a medical man to tho apartments 
of the imperial Indies. The devotees of 
Alolmmmed need bo under no apprehen- 
sion. The laws of tho prophet were not 
transgressed, nor were the odalisks ex- 
po.sed to tho gaze of any other man ex- 
cept their august lord and master. A 
partition was erected in a room of the 
palace in which a hole was cut out. 
Through this hole 107 of tho most beau- 
tiful arms in the world were thrust forth 
in succession.

Later ad- 
vices from Constantinople inform us that 
12 of the prettiest young ladies have 
suddenly died from blood poisoning con- 
sequent on the above operation.

Heart l-'allure No Luiiccr Accepted. 

The regi.stration and sanitary commit- 
tee of the board of health has addressed 
the following notice to the physicians cf 
the city; 

“As the board of health is doing all in 
its power to prevent the spread of con- 
tagious diseases, you are requested not 
to pLace on any certificate ‘heart failure’ 
j us the cause of death, but the disease of 
which the patient was suffering prior to 
the heart fiiilure. This term has never 
been placed on the list of diseases adopt- 
ed by this board, it being looked upon ns 
a result of some other illness from which 
tho patient was suffering. Furthermore, 
it furnishes an opportunity to conceal 
contagious diseases, and thus permits the 
ignoring of the nilesof this b^rd by the 
family and undertaker, either innocently 
or designedly. 

“Hereafter a burial permit will not be 
issued on the certificate of death of 
•heart failure’ when unaccomiianiod with 
the disease from which the heart failure j 
occui-red.”— Philadelphia Times.

THE BOULEVARD ENDORSED. 


The action of the City Council in en- 
dorsing the recommendation of the 
boulevard commission, and committing 
the city goveruraent to the construction 
of a boulevard through the heart of the, 
citv, is one that will give great satisfac- 
tion in years to come. It is a stu- 
pendous enterprise and it is maryellous 
that it can be put through at so little ex- 
pense. It is sure to bring in returns 
that will be many fold greater than the 
cost, and the scheme has been so 
thoroughly considered from every point 
of view, that all possible objections have 
been presented and answered. It is as 
true of cities as of men, that there is a 
certain tide of affairs that taken at the 
hood lead on to fortune, and it would be 
worse than foolish for Newton to re- 
fuse to avail itself of this very advan- 
tageous opportunity. 

Of course there have been onponeuts, 
every public undertaking meets with op- 
position in some shape, but it is remark- 
m.irkable that in this case the opposition 
has been of so little weight. It has been 
opposed by some, because they wanted 
the bouldvard to go through their own 
land in another direction, others, but 
these were very few, objected to some 
of the lines adopted while they favored 
the scheme in itself, and there have been 
the usual nuniber of timid sonls, who 
shrink from any kind of an enterprise 
which is to cost anything, and to whom 
any outlay where at least ton per cent is 
not guaranteed, brings a succession of 
night-mares. But such objectors have 
been unusually few and the opponents of 
the enterprise have had to rake the city 
over carefully to find them. 

There has been of course the usual 
empty chattel about the boulevard being 
a real estate speculation, from those wbo 
had not sense enough to see that what- 
ever benefit the owners of laud might 
get out of it, would also be to the benefit 
of the ci'y in double measure, to sav the 
least. If the shrewd business men, who 
are interes'ed, think they can get hack 
the ivice of tlie land they give the city, 
and also the third of tlio cost of building 
the bouluvaid. which they are to con- 
tribute, the city can surely get a good 
interest on its outlay by the line in (ho 
value of the 1 uul, and the additious (» 
the tax lint from the iiuprovemeuts .iloug 
the rou'e. The foolish talk of sucii men 
is not worthy ot consider.ititui. 

The only objection to iiutnediate 
action in the matter is the (b.iibc in re- 
gard to the ability to place the iiejensary 
b inds while the present scare over 
money luaiters prevails, and lor that 
ceasoti the city council is perha|»H wise 
to wait a little while, until the scare 
blows over, when ibe bonds cau be 
placed to lieiter advantage. The city 
wilt douo'lesH soon be in a position to 
take bold of tlio enterprise willi the eu- 
tbusiasm that it deserves, and certainly 
no question has ever been beiuie the 
city goveromeut, whicli promisiid gi^a^- 
rr returns from the money expended, 
than this ue v l.oulcv.iid. 

The council has passed the order for 
f-eiziiig tile land from (he Bos'ou liiie |o 
Centre street, which may bo done any 
time w’i'biii two years, as the tune limit 
has been extended. A. similar order will 
be passed in rerrard to the part from 
Cetitre street to .‘\uburn slreot, in the 
jiesr future 'Plie city can then go to 
work and build the boulevard any time 
wilhiu the next twenty )ears, so there 
need be no fears of any rash rutiiiing 
into debt, ailliougii it is to be hoped 
that the w jrk will not be long delnjed. 


THE FlNWNCI.Al. SCARE. 

A financial panic is a cuiious tliiug, 
and ibe otie tbar exists ai piesent has 
even more than the usual iuteiestiug 


there is no excuse for any fears of a 
panic. The crops this year are iiiitisiial- 
ly good, ihe harvesis will be ahiindant, 
and people seem to have the usual 
amount of money for necessaries and 
luxuries. In Newton the great number 
of new buildings now going up, and the 
general exodus «if citizens to the summer 
resorts, do not give evidence of very 
serious lack of money. People may bo 
scared by ail tliis soosatioiial talk into 
holding on the money they would other- 
wise use in paying their hills, but money 
for pleasures of every kind seems to be 
abundant enough, and what is true of 
Newton is probably true of otlier places. 

Some newspapers and some politiciana 
are displaying their idea of patriotism by 
trying to scare the country into a p.iiiic, 
for the capital their paity m.Ay make out 
of it. and some manufacturers who have 
made enormous profits the p.t8t few 
years are trying to help them along, so 
that their future profits may not bo in- 
terfered with, hut such a conspiracy 
against the public good is unworthy of 
any one who claims to be a man and 
ought not to and will not succeed. With 
the opening of the fall season there is no 
reason why business should not bo good 
again, in all lines where the market has 
not been overstocked, and if Congress 
does its duty, the monetary question will 
bo settled in a satisfactory way, and 
business freed from that danger. 


DOG DAY DISCORDS. 


A citizen who has attended several of 
the recent meetings of the board of 
aldermeu, wants to know who is the 
Mayor of Newton. Our correspondent 
seems to have somehow gained the im- 
pression that the city clerk endeavors to 
direct legislation, advauco such as he 
wishes advanced aud delay what he op- 
poses. This is a strange idea for a 
spectator to get hold of, as of course it 
must bo a mistakeu one. The duties of 
a city clerk are simply clerical, and of 
course no holder of such a positiou 
would step outside of such duties, unless 
possibly he thought he knew more thau 
all the aldermen and the mayor put to- 
gether. There is a good deal of talk about 
the city concerning the way the boulevard 
legislatiou has been opposed in all sorts 
of ways, members of the lower branch 
have beeu labored with to vote against 
it, and newspapers have beeu furnished 
with arguments casting discredit upon 
the whole thing, aud if the talk has any 
foundation, we do not blame the ma- 
jority of the council for feeling that such 
acts are uot what ought to be expected 
from a city employe. There is said to 
be a good deal of feeling over the matter, 
aud the outcome will be looked for with 
interest. Apparently all this opposition 
has not so far proved very formidable, 
as it 48 reported that only one council- 
man has beeu induced to change bis vote 
and the necessary orders have beeu 
passed before adj lurument. Of course, 
such acts are very childish, aud peihaps 
that is tba reason they have not been 
more severely censured. Mayor Fenno 
is courteous and gentlemanly by nature, 
but it is not safe to presume upou bis 
forbearance, as some Inve found to their 
cost. We are sorrj’ to hear such reports 
of friction at City Hall and hope th it the 
August vacatiou will induce a return of 
the outwaid urbanity and suavity that 
have so graced one of its important 
otfices. We would uot mention sticu uii 
iiistauoe as sending an order for ]irint- 
itig to one firm after a committee had 
voted to give it to another, as that miglit 
serve r<i ctMilirm some of these i ninors, 
and we don’t like to stir up discorti in 
tlie d ig days.

and there bewail the bard times, leavitig | 
hiM employes to get along the best way ^ 
they can. 'I’bey are the two ways of 
doing busiiiens tnat are boing illustrated 
in this couiiiry just at present. Of 
course when a mill is owned by a corno- 
ration, or i> a pai inur lu a trust, all such 
purely sen ino utal coiisideiations are 
ruled out, aud this is where the com- 
binations have the ud vantage of iu- 
divtoUil mill-owueis. A cuiubiiiatiou, 
like a I’oi poratlou, lias Uo cuiisuieuue, i 
anil II iin-ie money cau be made bv 
shuuiiig down, (iie uperaliuu can' whistle 


for their bread. This is one of the dis- 
advantages of a trust conibinatlves that 
is ^rresented to iii.uiy liboritig men this 
sum mer.

At tue conference, uo formal 
speeches were made, but the situation 
was talked over, and the candidate him- 
self said sevotal things which wore 
warmly cheered. But he said modestly 
afterward that he did not say anything 
w'orth reporting, and as the oifioial ac- 
count of the meeting failed |to give a re- 
port of the speech the. public must go 
without. The conforeuce was in session 
over two hours and they said, when they 
came out, that they wore much pleased 
with the outlook. Of course some said 
that so many of the leadiug republicaus 
of the state were committed to Pillsbury 
that it made bis success practically sure. 


Tue West End Company has finally 
been grauied a location on Brattle, 
Garden and Craigie streets by the Cam- 
bridge aldermen, for trolley wires and 
poles, aud thus the obstacle to an electric 
line to Newton has been removed. It 
has been a long fight by the « Brattle 
street people, who have bitterly opposed 
the project, but they have at last beeu 
beaten. The electric cars may bo a 
nuisance to residents on anyl street 
through which they pass, but they are 
sure to come, and in this case the 
travelling public will be benetictod, and 
the travel over the liue from Newtou to 
Boston will probably be largely in- 
creased.

Lot us nil pray to bo delivered from 
the sin of h.-tsty judgment. When I first 
beheld four or five modern comedies 
adapted from the French language, 
\yherein the situations were all due to 
BomebcKly. chiefly a she, entering some- 
body elso’s apartments, chiefly a he, I ; 
scoffed audibly. The thing was absurd, 
outworn nnd cheap. But now that has 
happened which has caused me to know 
a great deal more about French com- 
edies and critical situations than all the 
most successful playwrights put to- 
gether. 

In the first place I occupied (and still 
do occupy) chambers which consist of 
two rooms connected by a tiny hallway 
giving on to the landing by one door. 
Therefore it will be plain to the meanest 
mind that once the halldoor is occupied 
by the enemy, the only other exit is from 
the window by way of the gutter pipe — 
a vertical distance of three stories. There 
should always be two ways, not includ- 
ing the window, out of every set of 
chambers. 

This need had never presented itself 
to mo until one memorable afternoon, 
when without knock, word or warning 
a round faced, golden haired, blue eyed 
maiden in an astrakhan faced jacket, a 
gray skirt and a black velvet hat charged 
into my room after the most approved 
fashion of all the comedies, crying, 
“Dear old Joe!” 

. My name was not and never will be 
Joe. There was no need for exiJanations. 
Sister, and only sister, was stamped all 
over the face of the maiden. Everybody 
who has been possessed of an only sister 
understands the manner in which one 
of the tribe enters a brother's rooms. 

The maiden gave a little scream as I 
turned. She apologized. Could I tell 
her whereabouts Mr. Joseph Rupard’s 
chambers were? 

I could not— for you may live 17 years 
in chambers without knowing the face, 
life or occupation of any one of your 
fellow convicts. I suggested that she 
should speak to the housekeeper and es- 
corted her to the tiny hall aforesaid. 

You w’ill observe that there w’as noth- 
ing w’hatever in these proceedings to 
bring a blush to the thinnest cheek. 

Tlie imp of perversity, who is gener- 
ally playing about on the landing for G 
shillings a week, met me in the hallway, 
saying, ‘*La<ly and gentleman to see 
you, sir.” 

Behind him stood two figures that 1 
knew, and at any other time would have 
received with joy. 

The maid«‘n at my heels lost her sin- 
gularly pretty head, and whisjM'riiig 
“What shall I do?” bolted back into the 
Bitting room. 

All this was strictly in accordance 
with the rules of the stage, but why it 
should have taken idace in my chambers 
I could never understand. And yet I 
was deeply thankful that she had not 
gone forth, like Una, under the noses of 
my visitors. Uncle John— yes, it w’us 
an uncle, even as is the case in a com- 
edy — would have laughed, and since she 
w'as another man’s sister that w'ould 
have been even worse than Aunt Alice’s 
hawkeyed iiihjiection of the maiden, and 
Bub.se<iuent description of her face, fig- 
ure and dre*,s to all her righteous world. 

I received inv people in the hallway. 
An inspiration told me to get ritl of my 
coat and rumiile my hair. DeHi)erute 
fear made me very wise, most courteous 
und genial to exce.ss. 

• Oh. .Mj glad to see you,” said I, “but 
I'm afraid you’ve come to a regular 
camp in the wiblerness. Fact is, my 
sitting room i.s upside down — that fool 
of a liousemaiU has been iloing some- 
thing to the tire that has filled the place 
w'ith snlut^. an<l I’ve made h**r dust 
everything out again. Hut come into 
the bedroom, .since you’ve taken the 
trouble to climb all these stairs.” Even 
us 1 si>oke in the hull, I heard the heavy 
armchair wheeled up ugain.st my sitting 
room door, and there was a sound of 
emphatic dusting.

This, meseems. couhl not have I 
l>eeu e.vcelled by the most hardentMl I 
profligate on the stage. i 

My aunt left very slowly ami delilier- i 
atel)’, mourning for the loss of her tea. ■ 

1 escorted her and Uncle John down to 
the first floor. How could I tell that her j 
housewifely zeal for her nephew could l 
have led her to bestow upon the house- j 
maid, who was Fan of the Teeth, a few ' 
hints on the liest management of fires ! 
nnd the proper care of the room, which 
the fellow servant was even then sui>- 
posed to be cleaning? 

“You see. it all means more work for 
you in the end,” said my aunt. 

I dashetl into the sitting room to find, 
helpless with suppressed laughter, the 
maiden with the black velvet hat. I was 
coatless, ns has l>een recountetl — pt*oplo 
never stay long with a man who lacks a 
coat — my hair was on end. nnd I was 
fltished. But there was no resisting that 
infection of mirth. I laughed aloud. The 
air w.as dense with dust, and all the fur- 
niture was out of place. “That fool of 
a housemaid” had lived up to her repu- 
tation. 

“Haven’t I done the room beautiful- 
ly?” she said, with a wicked giggle.

An you 'avin 
to see your friends in your bedroom — as 
if it was our fault!” 

“Fanny," said I, “if there has been 
any fault, that fault is mine. Take, oh, 
take those lips away, and — here’s a half 
sovereign.” 

It was a damning confession of guilt, 
received as such. Fan removed herself 
with an unholy light in her eye. 

1 hated Fan. Jind this still further shook 
my nerves. Woni with a thousand con- 
flicting emotions, I fled to the sideboard 
and pulled myself together with the nec- 
essary liquids. Men never seem to do 
that on the stage after any unusual cri- 
sis. Thev do in the prosaic world of real 
life. 

Re-entered Fan, the half sovereign in 
her hand, and placed it on my table. 

“I’ve took them in their teas,” she 
said oracnlarly, “an she was tellin ’im 
all about it. She is a real nice little 
lady, she is, an— an I don’t want no ’arf 
suffering for that.” 

No comedy that I could think of had 
any mention of the soubrette — to be 
sure. Fan was rather too angular for the 
soubrette— refusing a tip. 

“And you’re a lady, too. Fan,” said I. 
“Keep it. Few jieople return money.

The electric franchise in ntill iipper- 
mont In the mindn of Wellenley citizenn, 
and there in divernity of opinion on the 
matter. The Bonton Herald man wan 
approaching yesterday by a prominent 
townsman, who -tated that. fh. ugh ihe 
electric rotd U gene: ally dmired. it duca 
not ntceanarily follow that a majority of 
citiz nn are in favor of a “g.> an-you- 
please" laying of tracks four milea 
nil aight through Wanhinglon street and 
the hiwii regardless of existing condi- 
tionn, vested lights and future safety. 

A large number of buHinens men incline 
to careful adjustment of contracts, fully 
considering location, preliminaiy survey 
aud widening of ntieetn, such an shall 
amply protect the present unequalled 
advtntagen and secure the acknowledged 
facilities of the road with least possible 
drawbacks One of the many plans 
favored by the selectmen, based on very 
satisfactory praciicil results in several 
Uiwns, is to hold the present street 
intact and undisturbed, widen 20 feet 
(including present sidewalk), or about 15 
reel on abutters’ land, inside of shade 
frees, for track and new sidewalks, with- 
in another line of shade trees. Tuis 
could be done on Washington street, 
south side, from Lower Falls bridge to 
the Hills square, thence via Woicester 
street to the bridge, thence by a narrow 
roadway (easily widened) through the 
small park at the station, continuing on 
the north side along Boston & Albany 
tracks, through Wellesley square to 
Natick line. 

Fallowing this idea it is surprising 
how little private laud would be taken, 
and the expense involved would be very 
slight. The entire line is ready for 
tracking at less expense than on the 
main street itself. By such a method it 
would save the stieet, secure the widen- 
ing and divide the expense of same, in 
connection with corporation track lay- 
ing at one and the same t:me. 

The feeling is gaining ground that it 
would he better to grant the franchise to 
the Natick «fc Cochituate Electric Kail- 
way Company rather than the Newton 
company, as most of the travel would be 
I west toward Natick and Framingham, 

I and would he over one track and for one 
I fare. If granted to the Newfon com- 
j pany. two fares would no doubt be ex- 
[ acted. Of at least a transfer, which would 
make additional expense. — Boston Her- 
ald.

This ride is considered the pleasantest 
in the vicinity and the road winds over 
hill and valley with an ever-changing 
view of mnch beauty aud attractiveness, 
particularly to one whose life is spent in 
the narrow streets of our largo cities. 

As we ride along we dll our lungs with 
God’s pure air unadulterated hy dust 
aud smoke, or the disease germs so often 
found in the large busine.ss centres. 

The views are of the finest and the 
atmosphere is so clear that Mount 
Washington and the presidential range 
can be seen distinctly in the distance 
ahead of us. 

Nearer and to the left of the road is 
the Ossipee range, while all around us 
on both sides are well kept farms, with 
here and there a sheet of water or patch 
of wood land.

CANOE TRIP ON THE CHARLES. 


A DKSCHIPno.V OF TtlE VOYAGE AltOfND 
THE GARDEN CTV. 

The Sunday Globe gave an iutere.sting 
article on a canoe trip from City Point 
up the Charles aud back to the starting 
point thr*>ugb the waters of the Neponset 
river. The trip occupied three days and 
the description of the trip around the 
city of Newton is given below: 

•‘At Watertiwn the bow of the canoe 
grates gently on the bank, and we spring 
out to stretch our limbs uni luiko the 
cany. This carrying is at first a novelty, 
but after several have been struggled 
with, one wi-thes that dams were neces- 
sary or the spirit of the age were less 
mercantile and the river might flow on 
unobstructed. 

.lets of red liquid, looking like great 
heart throbs of life blood, were spuntiug 
from the dye works into the river to run 
out to the sea. 

Above the dam the river hr ladeiis into 
a millpond, and we have lo f-ice a steady 
downward current. The growth oti the 
batiks change from tbh strong, sturdy 


t steep emhanknient, and put the caiioo 
on a carriage made of bicycle wheels, as 
there is a loug carry across the village to 
escape two dams. 

Putting in above the town wo pass 
through a number of picturesque back- 
yards where debris of all kind adds to 
the general air of dilapidation. Thou wo 
shako off worn-out civilization and are 
mid broad fields and woods once more. 

The old Cochituato aqueduct crosses 
the river just above the Falls on a neat 
and pretty bridge of gray stone, looking 
trig and trim enough, ljut of no attrac- 
tion to the artist’s eye. 

Altera steady piddle of a couple of 
miles, we hoar the fall of water over the 
lower dam at Newton Upper Falls, and 
taking the canoe around we launch her 
into the pool above. The pool is as 
though hewn out of solid rook, forming 
Bteep banks, covered on sides and sum- 
mit with trees that mirror themselves so 
perfectly in the water, it seems as though 
one could see another country and sky 
below. 

The Sudbury aqueduct gracefully 
arches from side to side with a sioglo 
span. It is called Echo bridge from the 
echo, which i.s wonderful, a sharply 
ejaculated “hi!” echoing and re-echoing 
many times, until it elusively dies away 
into a faint murmur. 

Above the bridge at the upper dam 
the river, fed by the spring freshets, is 
pouring over and in its effoit to roach 
the lower level cliuniing the water in a 
snowy froth, and the cool spray blows 
into our faces as we warily hover around 
the edge of the foaming caldron. 

Rather than make a loug carry here we 
drag the canoe almost perpendicularly 
up the rocks. This operation is gravely 
watched by a bevy of females who, from 
their bespectacled countenances, must 
be Bostonese. They eye with distrust 
the two characters wandering so ’ Moose 
and free.” 

Passing under a stone bridge where 
the children run to see the graceful little 
bark shoot through the cool and 
shadowy arches into the light beyond, 
w’e come to shallow water flowing rapid- 
ly along a stony bed. With care and ef- 
fort we manage to get through without 
leaving very much paint on the rocks 
from the bottom of the boat. 

On the banks above w’e find a limpid 
spring of clear cool water, aud h. re we 
rest and eat our lunch. 

The artist sketches and spins yarns of 
other countries and people until the sun 
beams loss fiercely and we go on our 
way, through long stretches of meadows 
on either hand. 

A gorgeous sunset paints the roofs and 
spires of Dedham town with gold, mak- 
ing a picture that neither pen nor briisfi 
can do justice to. Wo are too tired to 
attempt it, aud take the train for Boston, 
ending the second day.

A WAR TRAGEDY. 


In the mountain regions of Tennesseo 
more than at any other point dong tho 
border line between the hostile forces 
the tragic oloments of the civil war v.’ere 
brought close to the people. Elsewhere 
there wore place.s made vacant by tho 
Btrugglo, other regions suffered more 
from cannon and the devastation of 
marching armicfl, but up in the moun- 
tains civilized warfare gave place to the 
strife of savages, and instead of a war of 
states there raged battles between neigh- 
bors and relatives. A well known citi- 
zen of this city recently talking over 
those times related this story of the pas- 
sions engendered by guerrilla warfare, 
which, except for the use of fictitious 
names, ho vouches for as being absolute- 
ly true; 

When tho war broke out, there lived in 
one of the interior counties of the state 
a well to do farmer named Jackson. His 
family consisted of his wife, several sons 
and a daughter 18 years old. He was an 
intelligent, upright man, was held in 
high esteem by his neighbors. His chil- 
dren received a good education, and his 
daughter, Nellie, was a lovable, gentle 
girl and the belle of tho neighborhood. 
She was a strong country girl, of a fear- 
less nature, and an expert shot with both 
the rifle and revolver. 

About this time there settled in the 
country village nearby a young physi- 
cian from a northern state. Dr. Gordon 
was an alert, active young man of com- 
manding jiresence. He soon won the re- 
spect of tho.so who became his patients 
and was meeting with a flattering de- 
gree of success in his profession. Among 
those he attended was Mrs. Jackson, 
and he of course became aciiuainted 
with the daughter. The young people 
soon manifested a preference for each 
other’s society, and in a short time 
friendship ripened into love. The par- 
ents readil:i^.Javo their consent to the 
union, which was to take place as soon 
as tho young physician’s practice became 
lucrative enough to warrant him in mar- 
rying. Thanks to his increasing success 
in his cnll*ng, they felt that in a few 
short months they would start out 11 
life together. 

The mutterings of the great struggle 
which had been going on for two years 
or more at that time began togi-ow loud- 
er as the scene of conflict drew nearer 
to this retired part of the country. The 
wilder and rougher element among tho 
people became members of a guerrilla 
band which established a reign of ter- 
ror throughout tho surrounding coun- 
try. Tho property of those who were 
suspected of sympathizing with the 
Union was destroyed, their cattle and 
horses stolen, their buildings burned to 
the ground, and tho men warned to join 
the southeni army at once on pain of 
death. 

Dr. Gordon was know’ii as an outspo- 
ken Union man, and ho received notice 
time and again that his life would bo 
forfeited if ho did not enlist in the cause 
of the south, but ho went on his way un- 
daunted. One day while calling upon a 
patient who lived some distance beyond 
Mr. Jackson’s ho was arre.sted by n 
squad of Confederate soldiers in com- 
mand of a lieutenant, who at once start- 
ed for tho camp with their prison<*r. 
They had to pass the Jackson place on 
their way and stopped for supper, which 
was readily served for them. Mr. Jack- 
son called tho lieutenant in command to 
one side Jind told him that tho prisoner | 
was soon to become his son-in-law and j 
asked for his release, promising him that 
the doctor would take no part in tho , 
war, but would leave tho country with- ; 
in 24 hours and would not return until ; 
the conflict had ended. I 

After a littlo hesitation tho officer con- i 
sented, for ho was a near neighbor and j 
knew that Mr. Jackson was to bo trusted, 
and besides ho himself was under deep ; 
obligations to tho tho prisoner, who had 
been his family physician for some time. 
Dr. Gordon was informed that ho could 
have 84 hours in which to leave the 
state. For tho sake of his promised | 
wife, who was present and added her ■ 
tearful entreaties to the reiiuests of her i 
father, ho consented to go. Tho Confed- , 
erates departed when they hud finished 
their meal, and after an hour or two I 
spent in forming his plans for departure 
the doctor bade his sweetheart farewell . 
and went to his boarding place. Ho at 
once begun Ins preparations for depar- 
ture. 

Ho hud just given tho lust instructions 
to his host and was about bidding tho 
family farewell when there came a knock . 
at tho door, and in walked three of the j 
most noted guerrillas of the band that in- ' 
fested tho neighborhood. They wore 
aware of tho doctor’s arrest and parole 
on condition of his leaving the place. ; 
They appeared friendly and stated that I 
their errand was to got some medicine 
from tho doctor for tho child of one of , 
their number. As tho unsuspecting 
physician turned to got his medicine 
case from the table three revolvers were 
drawn, aud their reports rang out simul- 
taneously. 

Every shot took eft'ect in tho doctor’s 
body, but no vital spot was touched, 
lie whoeleil and ran from the room, fol- 
lowed by another fusillade from the doe- « 
peradoes. Uunniug around the house 
the wounded man made his way cau- 
tiously in again at flie back door, crept 
up stairs to his room aud crawled upon 


his bed. Hero ho was found shortly aft- 
er by one of tho membcTs of tho family, 
who went for a physician, leaving the 
sufferer alone. 

The three murderers, who had heen 
searching for their victim, entered the 
room wiiiio the houR(> wa-# empty Ouo 
,of them walked up to tho side of tho bt*d, 
and pbu’ing hia revolviT against his vic- 
tim’s temple blew Ids braius out. Word 
of the tragedy was sent to the Jacksons. 
Mr. Jackson and Nellie, who would not 
be left behind, came at onto to the bed- 
ride of the murdered man. Throwing 
herself ui)on tho form of her lifeless 
lover. Nellie clnrpeil her arms around it 
and gave v;ay to a torrent <»f tears. 
Alter the first cutbun-t she rose, ilrying 
her eyes. Then deliberately laying her 
hand ujion tlio I'.eart of tho dead man 
and looking ujiward, she said di.stinctly 
and i lemnly; 

••Here, tho body of tny murdered 
love i swear .not to rest until 1 have 
wreaked ir.y revenge upon t.ho tbroo 
coward.^ who have t.aken hid life. I will 
have their miserable lives in payment 
for my blighted life. 1 call upon all 
present to witness my oath. God help 
mo to fulfill it.” 

Tho body of tho physician was buried, 
and then Nellie at once set about carry- 
ing out her oath of vengeance. Two of 
the guerrillas lost their live.s in a clash 
with the Federal troops before she had 
an opportunity of- reaching them, much 
to her sorrow, for she felt that, she had 
been cheated out of a part of her mis- 
sion. The third one, and the one who 
had fired tho last shot into the doctor’s 
head, took good care to keep out of her 
way. Under cover of night he came 
stealing back homo at last on a visit. 

Tho next day Nellie, who was una- 
ware of his return, rode over to his 
house, some two miles and a half from 
her home, thinking p'erhups she could 
learn something of his whereabouts. 
Finding no one at home, she sat down to 
await the return of some member of tho 
family. While waiting a iiniii came to 
the door and inquired if tho man she 
was waiting for was in, saying ho heard 
he had returned tho night before and ho 
wished to see him. Upon Nellie’s in- 
forming him of the absence of the fam- 
ily, he said he thought they must have 
gone over to tho house of tho man’s 
sister-in-law, who lived about half a 
mile beyond, and that ho would go over 
and see. After ho had been gone a short 
time. Nellie mounted her horse and fol- 
lowed him, fearing that ho would give 
warning to tlio object of her search. On 
the way she carefully inspected her re- 
volver to make sure it was in good cou- 
pition. 

Arriving at tho house, she found a 
number of people gathered there, among 
them tho wife, father aud mother of the 
man she sought. They nearly all rose 
to go as she entered. Not seeing the one 
she was after, she inquired if ho was 
there and was told that ho was not. 
Glancing toward the gale, she saw him 
Blinking stealthily toward it, trying to 
escape her notice. Running out quickly, 
she came U]) within a short distance of 
him aud called upon him to stop. He 
turned with an oath, but seeing a re- 
volver pointed at him wheeled and 
started to run. 

Nellie fired at a distance of 13 paces, 
the shot taking effect in the back of his 
head. Before ho fell she fired again, and 
ho fell upon his face and knees. Three 
more shots were fired at a distance of 
five paces, two of which struck him in 
tho back and side. Then walking coolly 
up to her victim’s side she watched till 
hi.s struggles ceased and he lay dead. 
She then turned and walked deliberately 
toward the housi!, but before reaching it 
met tho wife of her victim, who came 
rushing out demanding wliy Nellie had 
shot her husband. Drawing herself up 
proudly, Nellie answered: 

"You know what that man did on 
Dec. 18. He brutally murdered my 
promi.sed husband. I have been deter- 
mined to do this deed ever since, and I 
never shall regret it.” 

They threatened her with vengeance 
for her act, but paying no heed to them 
she reloaded her revolver and mounting 
her horse she turned and said: 

"If tho cowardly band wish to add to 
their infamy by murdering a woman, I 
suppose they will do so. Death would 
be welcome to me now that my beloved 
is avenged. I shall stay at homo or 
leave, as I please, undismayed by any 
threats you may make.” Then she de- 
parted unmolested. — New York Tribune.

The eyebrow.s j.:id the eyelids are on 
termsof cloro intimacy, and the form of 
the former i I connected with the open- 
ing of the b:!t(‘r. Only in the romantic 
novel are black eye‘< to be found. By 
those who have studied the iiuestion 
deeply four primary shades of color are 
recognized. These are brown, green, 
blue and gray, and each of these has 
five tones. 

It is considered a somewhat singular 
fact that the rarest of all noses is that 
found in the middle of the face, and tak- 
ing 100 no} v..s at random one will not 
find on on an average more than three 
in which th« bridge of tho nose descends 
perpendicularly from a straight line 
drawn exactly between the eyes. A well 
proportioned nose, according to most au- 
thorities. should take up one-third of the 
profile, measured from the commence- 
ment of the hair to the tip of the chin. 
Napoleon used to say that a long nose 
meant a Ion 7 head; theri*foro the longest 
headed club in London should have been 
that whoso members were elected for the 
length of their noses, the chairman hav- 
ing the longest nose and the hall porter 
none. A long nose is generally consid- 
ered the mental superior of a short one. 

Hogarth cla.^^sified noses as angular, 
aquiline or Roman, parrot beak, bulbous 
or bottle, str ight or Grecian, turned up 
and snub. Other kinds, which may be 
added or not according to taste, are 
mixed aud broken. An unduly red nose 
doe.s not necessarily indicate that tho 
wearer i.s a toper. It may bo due to 
tight hieing, indigestion or emotionality 
of temiinrament. There are also other 
ways of exidaining the trouble. The 
smile is jiurelv human, as brutes are un- 
able to elevate or depress the corners of 
tho mouth as a means of expres.sion. As 
i.s the case with almost every other fea- 
ture of tho face,’ physiognomi.sts are 
found who claim that the lips are of all 
features tho most susceptible of actio.i 
and tho most direct indices of the feel 
ings. These champions of tho mouth 
maintain that every shade of feeling 
can bo de.scribcd by tho lips with more 
facility than by any other feature.— 
Pall Mall Budget.

inVKHSlOK IMPKOVEHKM. 

TIIK II. A A. TO in iM) A NKW riKI’OT AM) 
lUllDOR. 

It in now only a question of a short 
time wlii n the Host )ii A Albany railioad 
will hnvfl n fnnr-trsok line bet w<>ftn Hoh- 
toii and Widlenley, and ere long lo .‘ioulb 
Framingbani. Tbe four-track equipment 
at present oitends only to Hiveiside, but 
within tbe past few months tbe prepara- 
tory work for foundations for two more 
tracks from that point to Wellesley has 
been progressing r.ipidly. It has been 
necessary to cut tliroiigh sections of 
solid ledge riong tbe line, and on that 
account an unusual amount of time has 
been consumed in clearing, I'^veliing and 
getting the roadbed into shape lo liegin 
the work of layintr the rails. 

In connection witli the four-track pro- 
ject, a great deal has been done in tlie 
way of strnigblening bad curves and 
abolishing erade ciossiiigs. Between 
Hivursido and South Framingliani the 
road has not only been straigbtciifd, but 
changes have been made in tlie grades to 
secure a more level roadbed, the prin- 
cipal object being to facilitate rapid 
transit. 

At Wellesley a big curve has been 
avoided by the straigblcning process 
and just now important improvements 
are under way at Riverside, where the 
circuit and Newton Lower Falls branches 
diverge from the main line, tbe first on a 
sharp curve skiiting an immence bluff 
aud tlie latter on a moro easy angle, 
starting from the main line just beyond 
the trestle bridge over the Cliirles river. 
Tho bridge is approached on both sides 
liy sharp curves and is only of sufficient 
width for two tracks. It forms the 
direct main line connection, beside pro- 
viding tbe only means of cuniiection 
with the Lower Falls br.inch. Through 
trains crossing the biidae necessarily 
sloA- up, in part because of the curves on 
cither side, aud also on the account of 
the increased number of trains running 
thruugli Riverside since the advent ot 
tbe circuit branch, utiliziiit; the main 
line tracks between Riveiside aud Bos- 
ton. 

These conditions have proved an 
obstacle to rapid transit, and the con- 
struction of a now and larger bridge 
seemed to be the only way out of the 
difficulty. It ivas also necessary tor tbe 
continuance of tbe four-track liue to 
Wellesley. 

Tbe new bridge will cross tbe river at 
an elevation of ;5'J feet, nine feet higher 
than the present stiucture. It will con- 
sist of one heavy trestle-work span, 00 
feet long, supported by solid masonry 
buttresses. The western abutment is 
finished and tbe one on the opposite side 
of the river will be completed during the 
present mouth. The abutraeuts, or but- 
tresses, are constructed of two feet by 
four feet granite blocks, laid in double 
rows and extending back frort tbe river 
about 4.0 feet. The intervening space 
between tbe retaining walls is tilled with 
rocks and gravel, tbe whole forming a 
very solid and substantial support. 

It is ])Ianucd to elevate tbe present 
road bod between Riverside and Welles- 
ley nine feet, thereby doing away with a 
80-foot grade. Between Natick aud 
Lake crossing the roadbed will be elevat- 
ed about four feet, and another grade iii 
that way disposed of. With these 
changes and previous improvements, it 
is expected tliat tlie running time of fast 
trains between Boston and New York 
will be decreased and tbe general ser- 
vice improved. More trains can be run 
on the circuit brancli and over the main 
line to South P’rainingluim, with less 
danger of interfering with tbe through 
trains and the immense freight business, 
which i'( quires an o.xtensive trauspuita- 
tion service. 

The elevation of the tr^’is through 
Kiyeisidc is thnuglit signilicaut of the 
policy of the railroad officials to get rid 
of tbe grade crossings in Newton by 
raising tbe tracks. Ju fact, it is known 
that a plan was prepared by tbe B iston 
& Albany railroad engineers providing 
lor an eievared roadbed for four tracks 
from Faneuil to tho AuburusMeet bridge 
in Auburndale. Tbe idea was to raise | 
tlie tracks about 14 feet at tbe bigbesi j 
point by means of a gravel enbankment, 1 
sloped off gradually at the sides and ' 
turfi d. The same idea w’ill be carried 
out in tbe Riverside improvement, exce(it 
ne.ir tlie station, where it w-ill bo neces- 
sary to construct stone retaining walls. 
C'liarles street, which now- crosses tbe 
Hacks at grade, will ne carried under tbe 
new elevated structure. The plan is to 
arch the street, giving 10 feet in tho 
clear. Tbe arch will bo of solid masonry, 
and wide enough for tbe layiug out of a 
40- foot street. 

The present small, wooden station at 
Riverside is to be replaceil by a uew 
stone structure of attractive design, with 
wide porches extending over the plat- j 
form. The dimensions of the building 
will be 00x85, aud tlie materials used in ! 
its construction, pink granite with brown ; 
trimmings. 

Tho entire work at Riverside will be 
completed within a few weeks. It in- 
volves a largo outlay of luoiioy, for 110 I 
oxpeiiso lias been spared, evidently, to I 
mako every detail of the improvement as ! 
perfect as possible. The point of great- 
er safety fi>r passeugers has beeu con- 
sidered and witii added conveniences tbe 
large iiuaibor of people who visit River- 1 
side during tlie summer moutlis oomitig 
from Boston and many of itssubuibs, 
will be gntilied to learn that tbe danger- 
ous nppronnlies utilized for years by tlie 
devotees of boating and canueing on I 
their journey to and fiom the boat I 
bouses along the banks of the CMiurles I 
river will soon be a tliiug of tbe past.

TllK BOULEVARD ORDER. 


The Mayor has signed the order for 
laying out the Boulevard, also the order 
authorizing agreements with abuttors 
relative to location and asseasment of 
hcttermonts. The agreement* have been 
filed in ihe office of the City Clerk, exe- 
cuted by the abuttors, in which the limit 
of time required of the City for Con- 
struction as a condition for the gift of 
land in lien, of betterment and money in 
part payment for construction, is wholly 
stricken out. No agreement on the part 
of the city will be executed until any 
possible legal objections which it is un- 
derstood will be made to the laying out 
of the Boulevard have been determined. 

In another column, Alderman Both- 
feld has a letter, correcting a misappre- 
hension which soma have, in regard to 
the condition of the boulevard order, 
and its passage by the aldermen. The 
matter was referred to last week, but 
rainy readers mixed up the terms City 
Council, and Common Council, and so 
got a wrong impression. The success 
of the boulevard is assured, which 
is the main thing, and its build- 
ing can be begun as soon as the financial 
conditions are favorable. It will be seen 
by Alderman Bolhfeld’s letter that the 
interests of the city have been carefully 
protected. 


Judging from the reports in the daily 
papers the girls of the Waltham Watch 
Factory are proving themselves worthy 
of their American ancestry, by their 
readiness in providing for themselves 
while the factory is shut down. They 
find plenty of resources, in the true 
American style, and are accepting posi- 
tions to do general housework, to take 
care of children, to nurse invilids, and 
in fact, are willing to do any honei>t 
work that offers. The demand for 
general housework girls is al ways greater 
than the supply, and although the hours 
are longer than at a factory, the pay is as 
good or better, and a capable girl is sure 
of finding a pleasant home. The genuine 
Yankee, mao or woman, never finds him- 
self at a loss in any crisis that may over- 
take him. When one occupation fails, 
he has a half dozen other trades to fall 
back upon, and can wring success out of 
the most discouraging surroundings. 
The modern theory that to be success- 
ful one must devote all his energies to 
doing one thing well is not in accord 
with the Yankee character; he can do a 
dozen things well. 


People who have money to loan c >n 
get six per cent for it by visiting the City 
Treasurer at West Newton. This wei k 
a number of thousand dollars have he' n 
left with him, in sums varying from |ilOt 0 
to $5,0'JU, on four and six muncliH lime, 
•and the city will need many thousands 
more in anticipation of the taxes. In 
other cities ad veriisements have been 
published notifying all who have money 
to loan that th ■ city would take a ccr 
tail! amount and this may be dune later, 
when the money is required. It is a 
good chance to secure six perceniin 
terest, and to put the money in a pei- 
feclly safe place and Newtou citizens 
might as well secure the advaiitHge of 
this as outsiders. Whi'e tie finaiciii 
stringency lasts, the iisu il method (»f 
eeouiing moiit-v at a lo« rate is uot 
uvaila'ile. so that the money needed 
.11 list be raised in other wa>s. 


^sOMKofihe napers gave the Com mon 
Council credit for shrewd business judg- 
ment in not passing the boulevatd loan 
Older, because of the difficulty of plac- 
ing bonds just at present. But the oider 
was tabled simply because of the ub 
ueuce of some who favored it, aud on 
tliat account it would not have reotived 
the necessary two-thiids vote. The 
aldermen were all present and solinisheG 
up th* ir work, and as there is no time 
limit, they passed the ordei so that, when 
themiiket gets in better coudilioii the 
city would be in a pitnitioii to take 
advititage of it and begin the woik. 
The order will be passed by the oiher 
b.anch as soon us the short vacation is 
ovei, aud by that lime it is expected that 
business will he in a niueli better con- 
(Jitiou. 

Til )MAs Dol the great luauufactiirei 
of IMiiladeiphia, who is a slrttug lepubli 
can, savs some things in an iuteiview iu 
the Philadelphia Imiuirei that deserve 
wide leading:— 

It appeals to me that it is euliiely 
wrong for the republicans to keep ban*- 
ing away upon the same old campaign 
tactics. The dem<jcruts have fully tbiee 


years In which to right matteis, and if 
the republicans insist that th»* present 
depression is due to fear regarding the 
tariff, when business heoonies brighter 
the democrats will claim all of the credit 
and asset t that better times are due to 
what^iver ohango^ In the tariff laws they 
may have enacted. The country is Just 
as rich as it was six months ago. The 
harvests are honntifui, the needs of con- 
sumers are juat as great, and as soon as 
Congress enacts the proper lawa I look 
for a complete restoration of confidence 
which will cause the tide of prosperity 
again to sweep over the land. Congress 
is not to legislate alone for democrats of 
ropubllcana, but for the entire people, 
and with the full comprehension that is 
it errs the American people will right 
the wrong. The welfare of the country 
rests with the people, and there is no oc- 
casion for us to loose confidence in our 
selves. 


The commission houses report an 
active demand from small investors 
for stocks, which is a very encouraging 
feature of the situation, and investors 
have certainly a chance to secure good 
paying securities at bottom prices. The 
transfer books of the large oorporaii«*nj 
are said to reflect the extent of the de- 
mand from the small Investors, and this 
fact certainly sh«*w8 that there is plenty 
of money in the country, and that there 
is a good deal of confidence among the 
people. Speculative business may be in 
bad shape, but that is not a great mis- 
fortune for the country ns the real situa- 
tion depends upon the pe<rplo who buy 
for a permnuout investment. 


K\ CONOKKSSMAN JOHN E.RuSSRLI. IiRS 
roturiiod from Europe and says ho is in 
favor of nominating Mayor Matthews of 
Boston for governor. The influential 
Democrats seem united in favor of 
Matthews, who ia said to ho very un- 
willing to ruD, having other plans in 
view. Just at present, M lyor Matthews 
is in the hospital, suffering from the 
effects of a fall from a horse ho was 
riding, but his injuries are fortuiiAtely 
not of a serious nature. 


Sunday’s storm will cost the oily 
in the way of repairs to highways 
that have been washed out, $l,r>CO 
has just been expended in repairing 
the damage done by the stor n of some 
three weeks ago. These sums, added to 
the $.'■>,000 expended by the unusual num- 
ber of snow storms last winter represent 
extra expenses of the highway depart- 
ment, winch wore not provided for in 
the estimates. 


President Cleveland’s message ou 
the silver question appears to have given 
general satisfaction to those who are 
more interested in the welfare of the 
country than hi their own political party, 
or their private schemes. The mes ta 10 is 
a clear and statesmanlike doauraent, and 
puls the whole matter plainly before 
Congress ard before the people. There 
is no difficulty iu understanding the issue 
after such a presentation and if the 
sound money men of all parties in Con- 
gress unite, they can repeal the Sherman 
law in short or.ler and relieve the coun- 
try from the dangerous condition of 
things it has brought about. 

Mayor Bancroft of Cambridge has 
vetoed the older grantiog the West End 
electric road a location for its wires 
and poles on Brattle street as he be- 
lieves that this fine old street 
should be reserved as a connecting link 
in the new park system, and the car 
tracks removed altogether. Brattle 
street is too narrow for electric cars, he 
says, and the public interest would be 
better served by having Ibe electric road 
on Mount Auburn street, which is wider, 
and does not contain so many beautiful 
and historic residences. Mayor Ban- 
croft’s veto will be goutraliy com- 
mended, even if it does put off for a few 
months the completion of an electric 
road in Newton. 


The Italians working on the seweis 
have boon discharged and their places 
filled, or offered to citizens of Newton, 
Ic is proper that the laborers of Newton 
should be given the preferunco, ns the 
Italians are merely birds of passage, and 
the money they earn is not expended 
here. The city authorities are deserving 
of credit for the position they bays 
taken. 


Under suggestions from the Mayor 
the police are keeping a sharp lookout 
fur tramps. Several wore gathered in 
last week aud accommodated with lodg- 
ing at police headquarters, and in the 
raoruiug commanded to move uu. No 
tramps should be allowed to loiter about 
Newtou, and it is a good plan to look 
after them sharply. 


Ex-Conoressm.vn WniriNO of Hol- 
yoke says that he does not approve of 
the modern fashion of organizing a 
regular contest for a nomination, and 
therefore he does not care to be con- 
sidered a candidate for governor. The 
friends of Attorney General Pillsbury 
have made a very careful organiz ition 
aud are conducting the coiite.st with .a 
good deal of shrewdness. Political piiz s 
don’t go nowadays to the man who sits 
down and waits for honoi.s. but to tlie 
one who*e friends do the most hn<»ling. 
At pr sent ull the chances -leem to be n 
favirof Mr. IMIsbury. 


The papers are making a g<*od deal 
of fun of Gef>rge Gould for saving thnt 
the times were so hard he could nor laise 
ten miili*»ns of money in threedavs, if he 
was called on to do so. The voiiiig man 
does not get much sympatbv. :ind I e 
bad the bad taste to add tint it was all 
because ot the attacks by legislatures on 
rich men and corporations. If the legis 
latiiren had not been so easily manipu- 
lated George Gould and his class W'ould 
■ot have made so many millions from 
the wrecking of railroads and other j 
doint B of like na'ure. I 


The Boston & Albany’s annual report 
does nut give any evidence of hard times, 
as its gloss earnings have been over ten 
millions, the largest sum in the history 
of the road, while over seven millions 
have been expended, a greater sum than 
iu any previous year. 


The Boulevard Order. 

Newton, Aug. 10, ISO-S. 
To tho Editor of ihe GRAriiic: 

In an editorial in your last iRSun it in 
intimated that the Common Council 
tabled the orders for the issuing and Hale 
of boulevard bonds because of the pres- 
ent money panic. As the board iif aider- 
men unanimously passed these orders, 
tho inference is that the upper branch 
failed In cx»rcising ordinary business 
prudence. I find some citizens, not 
knowing the facts, have taken this view. 

Tho city iins secured the waiving of a 
time limit on the part of the oontrlbiitorH 
of land aud money, and holds tiio le- 
quind releases and agree ments (duly 
executed so far ns the individuals are 
concerned) subject to its own pleasure as 
to time of rx**rnilng the s'mie. Thus 
the matter is qiii'e one sided, the oily 
holding all privileges. 

The iner« oass go, si the present time, 
of **idcrs for the issuing and for the sale 
of bonds, means uoL’jing more than giv- 
ing the tiiUsuier authority to jirepare 
such bonds and to place them wlien of- 
poi tiinity and cite imstunccs warrant so 
doing. 

Work on tho boulevard will possibly 
not be begun for months, but it, as 
soeniH ppih hle, cheap money and un- 
employed laUxi aie the e.tliy irsul':^ ol 
the present stringency, tho work can ho 
undeitiiken under the most favorable 
conditions. 

In view of these facts, tho Common 
Council tabled the bond ordei s for no 
other reason than not having the re- 
quired two-thirds vote to pa.i them. 

The orders for the laying out, etc., 
etc., were promptly passed in concur- 
rence, requiring only a m.ajority vote. 

As the matter is of public intereat and 
in justice to the board of aldermen, it 
seems proper that the statement should 
be made.

It 
appears to be a flax deriviKl material, 
suitably prepared and oiled, so that t* 
all npiienrance it is leather. It is par 
ticularly supple and flexible and take^ 
a polish pcpially well with the bestkindf 
of calf. 

We have recently had occasion to weai 
% lK>ot of which tho "vamp” or cut front 
section consists entirely of flexus flbra 
and have purposely submitted it to some- 
' what unduo strain, in spite of which nc 
cracking of thc’material Yvns jwreeived, 
w’hile the sense of comfort to the fpot 
W’as very evident. Flexus flbra, l>eing a 
material of vegetable origin, is calculated 
also to facilitate free ventilation and 
thereby to obviate the discomfort nri.sing 
from w’liat is called "draw’ing” the feet. 
— London Lancet.

ACCURACY AND TIMELINESS IN FORE- 
CASTING WEATHER. 


RoniHT kablc Sufi'cnn uf tlir I'nltril Stnd a i

anil Diingrruun <'tiitnK4><« In tlin Alinufi- 
UluTo In Vnrinnn Mfrllitnn. 

The signal nchmvenicnt of tho gov- 
crnniont woathor buronu in prodicling 
Iho disastrous toruudoos in Iowa ”4 
hours ill a<lvanco of thoir awful visita- 
tions brought into now ]>n'minonco the 
roniarkablc accuracy with which in 
thoso days of advanced scioncoa wo.ithor 
forecast can In* iiiadi*. 

Tho prediction of tho Iowa tornado 
offers a noteworthy example of the value 
of the government hnrenu nnd illus- 
trates the iierfection of thesj'stein it em- 
ploys, but the forecast in i>oint of accu- 
racy is duplicated daily. It i.sn’t every 
iay that a tornado starts on a wild stnm- 
fK'de. but the weather sharps nrooxpt'cted 
to keep the cities and towns of tho coun- 
try ]ioste(l in advance in regard to the 
weafher. Tho dailj' forecast has become 
nn nil inii>r.rtnnt element fn all calcula- 
tions. whether of ideasuroor of Imsiness, 
nnd could no more bo dispensed with 
than tho telegraph or any of tho other 
agencies which have revolutionized 
affairs. 

Several years ago a couple of j’onng 
army lieutenants who saw tornadoes in 
every cloudcap kept tho W’estern farm- 
ers dodging in and out of low gi-ouiid 
cellars until they became round slioul- 
dered and neglected their crops, but the 
3 'oung lieutenants’ experience is now ono 
of the amusing traditions of the office. 

It is told, too, possibly ns a joke, that 
tho colored janitor wdio had rheumatism 
and looked upon his loft leg as a reli- 
able gauge did the prophesying business 
when tho lieutenants were invited to 
some swell nmetion. 

Things are run differently now, as the 
relinbilitj’ of tho predictions and tho 
able administration of tho bureau at- 
test. It is doubtful, moreover, if any 
country’ on the globe has a better equip- 
ped service. Tliis is duo in some meas- 
ure to the opportunities of study offered 
by the diverse climatic peculiarities of 
the United States. These peculiarities 
make the work of w’eath(?r prophesying 
here a most difficult task, requiring tho 
employment of men of w’ide e.xperionce 
ami learning. It is by no means an un- 
common circumstance for tho weather 
bureau to cliase half a dozen different 
varieties of slorin.s over tho country in a 
day. It may be hailing in North Da- 
kota, a tornado may bo making sad 
havoc in the w’estern farming belt, a 
wundstorm may bo bowding along tho 
Atlantic coast, imperiling shipping, and 
four or five thunderstorms may bo 
creating alarm in ns many different sec- 
tions. 

With all these complications, a short, 
thickset man, with gray ej-ebrows and 
gray mustache, calmly looks over the 
maps which aro mado on tho reports of 
ever.v one of the government observers 
throughout the country and figures out 
just tho kind of w’eafher that may b< 
expected iu every state and section. 
This short, thickset man, with gray 
ej’obrows and gray mustache, is tho 
official who, on examining tlie maijs on 
tho night of Julj' G, paused for a mo- 
ment, and then, to tho surprise of his 
assistants, murmured, “This looks like 
a tornado.” 

Major Dunwoody w’aa tlio officer who 
read the signs aright. Tho government 
observers at Sioux City, Des Moines, 
Keokuk aud Omaha had all reported 
threatening atmospheric conditions, and 
their reports when reduced to tracings 
on tho malts showed that tho center of 
tlie atmospheric disturbances was at 
Cheyenne, with the winds racing from 
all four points of tho compass toward 
the Wyoming capital. Major Dua- 
woody has had an intimate acquaint- 
ance with storms for j'cars, and this 
tornado didn’t fool him by pretending to 
rendezvous at Clieyenue. Tlio major is 
an old army officer, who understands all 
about flank movements, and he began to 
figure out where tho main attack might 
be exiiected. 

He was sitting on a liigh stool in the 
for(‘casting room at tho weather bureau, 
calculating on tho tornado’s probable 
evolution. Tho major read the report of 
the storm sentimds at Sioux City and 
Des Moines over again and then drew u 
circle, with tho center at Cheyenne and 
tho circnmfi'renco toward the east, 
touching Davenport. Tho major’s ex- 
perience taught liim that tho most 
trouble might bo expected in tho soulh- 
ea.st segment of tho circle, and before 0 
o’clock that night all tho observers wlio 
furni.shed tho alarming reports were in- 
Btriieted l>y wire to send out warnings to 
cities and towns on the respective sec- 
tions, and orde*rs were also given to em- 
ploy every means to inform the country 
districts of tho impending peril. 

Honrs before tho storm broke with its 
terrible fury express trains running 
through tho isolated communities had 
i-arried tho bureau’s intelligence, and 
those who lived far from tlie railroad 
Htaticjii were warned by whistles which i 
were blown according to an established 
.'iiid well understood code. 

Howipiickly all this was accomplished 
illustrates the i fticiency of the govern- 
ment system as directed by Chief Ilar- 
^ rington. At 8 o’clock on tho night of the 
' Gth tiie observations were made, and an 
liour later Major Dunwoody, with quick 
judgment based on long experience, had 
bicated the storm and had sent out b 
forecast to tho threatened community, 
tellingof tho dangers to be feared. How 
I much greater might have been tiie dam- 
I age to projierty and how much greater 
I tho loss of life but for the warnings! 

I The weather bureau did not announce 
' that a ttirnado might bo expected, us 
: fornado predictions went out of favor 
with tho young army lieutenants. The 
warning, as sent out, was to tho eff' ct 
that severe local thunderstorms were 
' tlireatened, and the farmers knew full 
; well what was meant. As interpreted 
by them it signified that a ground cellar 
I would be a gix^d ' lace iu wnich to spend 
1 July 6, 1898.— Washington Cor. New

French Art In Mniiipiiliitini; FliiHtRr. 

It is stated that French builders, who 
have carried tV.o art of hardening plas- 
ter to where it is used for flooring, eitlier 
in jdace of wood or tile, employ for this 
purpo.si! six parts of good riuality of plas- 
ter iutiinately mixed with one part of 
fi-(*shly slaked white lime finely sifted. 
The mixture as thus composed is laid 
down in us (piick time as iiussible, cure 
being taken I’.i.it the trowel is not used 
upon the surface for too lung a time. 
Alter this the floor is allowed to become 
dry and is snb.sequently saturated in a 
most tlrorougii uianuer with sulphate of 
iron or zinc, Iho iron giviug lire strong- 
est surface, its resistance to breaking 
br'ing found to be 20 times the strength 
of ordinary plaster. It apiiears that 
whh suliiln’.to of zinc the floor remains 
white, while when iron is used it be- 
comes tlieeolor of rusieil iron. But if lin- 
seed oil, boiled with litimrge, ho ai»plied 
to the Hiirlaeeit Imeoines of anattraelive 
mahogany color, this being especially 
the ease if a coat of copal -varnish is add- 
ed. — New York Rnii,

ELECTRIC’S O.N BRATTLE STREET. 

MAYOR ll.VXCUoFr EXPI.AIN.S HIS POSITION 
UN THAT tVUKSTlO.N. 

Mayor Uanctoft of Cambridge makes 
the following statement in relation to 
electric cars ou brattle street iu that 
city : 

by tlie adoption of the order granting 
the West End company leave to operate 
cleotric cars ou Huron street, as well as 
ou brattle street, the h>>.ird of aldermen 
recognize the advantages to the city, 
pointed out in the veto message, of de- 
veloping cue liuroii street teriitory aud 
o^ a line of curs to Fiesh Pond Park lor 
the uecommodatiou of the people who 
o.iiuot ulToit to drive to it. 

by this plan, as well us by the plan 
advocated iu the veto message, the de- 
velopiueui of unoccupied territory otlier 
tiiaii that through w hich Huron street 
runs will also he providi d for, aud the 
city's taxable real estate will consequent- 
ly ho greatly enhanced in value. 

by this second order, however, the 
hoaid still udiieres to the brattle stieet 
locution for electric cars, deciding iu 
effect that it prefers Mt. Auburn street 
for driviug aud brattle street for ear 
tracks. 

Ill brief, then, the situatiou is this: 
The hoard and tlie mayor, iu this matter, 
agree as to w hat is for the inteiest of the 
city in nearly everything, differing only 
as to the choice of a driveway, i do not 
deem it niy duty to let tills difference 
alone, alter such a full discussion, delay 
longer the development, by the exten- 
sion of the electiio oar system, of this 
section of the city, aud other benefits to 
he expected, and 1 have theiefoie, ap- 
provtiil the order. 

It is my opinion that the electric 
system will not destioy the existing 
beauties of brattle street. It will only 
its value as a driveway, aud for thi.-^ 
purpose Mt. Auhuru street will he more 
ficqueutly used. 


TIIE WORLD’S FAIR 

a4 8ef,n TnaouGir a pair of 5F,wrojr 
ftPRCTACLF.8. 

In 187fl the writer of these lines pre- 
pared a series of descriptions of the 
Centennial Exp isition for a Newton 
paper. * 

It seems hardly possible that IT years 
have passed away since then. but here 
I am at the much greater Expositiou in 
Chicago held in I8h.3. 

The Centennial was a well managed 
and exceedingly creditable undertaking, 
but this so far eclipsee it that there can 
hardly be any comparison. The wonder 
is that nearly the whole population of 
the United States is not rushing here to 
see it. (4eo. Francis Train was hardlj 
as visionary as he generally is when he 
said awhile ago that it would be well if 
the towns would create a loan and send 
every school teacher and high school 
pupil here at the public expense, so 
great would be the educational advan- 
Uiges in the future to every one with 
eyes and ears. 

Coming here the people certainly are. 
Over 1(X).(X)0 of them every day, but there 
should be twice that number. The place 
is big enough and Chicago provides ac- 
commodations enough for over quarter a 
million strangers a day. 

There is no end of conveniences for 
the strangers here. No matter how 
economical he wants to be he can find 
quarters within his reach. If he will 
sleep in a tent he can do so for 2-5 cents 
per night, and he can get meals for 25 
cents each, but of course neither bed nor 
board will be sumptuous at such a price. 

Very good and stti.sfactory arrange- 
ments can be ma le for rooms at $1 per 
day. Meals can be had for 50 cents, so 
that $2.60 per day will pay the necessary 
charges of living. Add .50 cents for ati- 
missious and 10 cents for car fares, and 
the day’s expenses need not exceed 
A ticket out and back from Boston can 
be bad for $.32. plus sleeping car, $.5.50, 
and meals $2.00. A full week here, with 
two days out and two buck, can be 
covered by about $60. 

If some cheaper excursion train from 
the B )8ton (ft .Albany is taken perhaps 
$50 would pay the bills. Newton people, 
and especially ladies thinking of going 
out would do well to communicate with 
Mrs. Benton, 0340 Y’ale avenue, for 
rooms. The house is delightfully situ- 
ated at Englewood, from wuich a 5 cent 
fare carries one to the grounds. Near 
by is “The Yale,’’ the very cleanest cafe 
m Chicago, where breaktast and diuncr 
are served for 50 cents each and luncheon 
for 30 cents. 

1 am pai ticular iu stating these matters 
of expense because the impression pre- 
vails that tio one can be accommodated 
at less than from $4 to $6 per day. But 
here is a possibility for $2 :30 per day as 
good as any one could ask for. As be- 
fore sraced. places can be bad for less, 
but there are risks. 

It may be welcome information to 
some persons to know where they can 
find perfectly reliable aud respecubl» 
quarters at moderate rates, if so, re- 
number Englewood and especially 6640 
Y'ale aveuue. 

by the way, one of the easiest and 
best trains for getting here is the T.1.5 p. 
m. train ou the bostou Jc Albany, True 
you are two nights on the way, but you 
are resting better than lu any very swift 
train. Having leached here yiiu will 
tiod a very 0 il ly, dry, dusty city. If you 
tide alougsonie of the “streets’’ you will 
Mish you were hack in Newton, hut do 
not ride on the streets, take either an 
“.Aveuae” or “Boulevard.’’ Both iorta 
are attractive aud well kept, but 
the tudiuary streets are a disgrace to 
civiliz ition. 

You wonder how it was that Chicago 
ever got lliis Fair iu her borders, but 
there is va^l energy here, aud succe.ss 
has been w> u by push aud ueive such aa 
few other places possess. 

It seems to some ot us that the results 
would have been far better had Washing- 
ton bteu seleced as the place tor holding 
it, and ii some of the expense put into 
these tempoiaiy buildings bad heeu de- 
voted to one or tuoie permaueuf struc- 
tures, which would have heeu a joy for 
years to come. However, we ku>*w b*)w 
sad are tlie •‘might h ive heeos,” and it 
is useless to suggest anything now. 
Chicago fought for the Fair aud *.>n tba 
battle. She has the Uobie.si exlubiiiou 
of industries of the Natious e>'er Itiougbt 
j together, but after all, wiietlier the Fair 
I will be a permaiieut beucfi(. to CliRiago 
I remains to be seen. 

Some doubt it greatly, and they base 
tlieir view uoou the discouragement and 
' failures growing uiii of the ahsuid ex- 
pect. itioiis of ueailvul: the people of thia 
! log city. Tin re was a geiiei..! expectis- 
riou «if reaping a gieat profit Iroui lU 
, Nearly every itody has an axe to grind, or 
a rooiu lo rent, or siuiiethiug or other, 
and the booe was th.it money w .uld tl ovr 
; in a golden stream into every pocket that 
w as held open. Money has been tl*)w- 
^ lUg. hut the stream !•< not near S(» great 
\ as wjis expected, c**i sequeutly thero 
I are many tailures, aud suspeusious, ami 
I a considerable number ot the people 
, wish they hid not been so eager to have 
the Fair. It is sad to see i>o many houses 
I and hotels partly fiuished. otuers not 
I opeiti d at ail, and stiU others ui tiie 
bauds of the sheriff. 

The stories told of the extiavigant 
' expect itions of tlie people oi Clucagi*. t 
; year ago, almost lival tlie wild excite- 
' iiieiit among the Dutch w lun the Tulip 
mania was at its height. but the orazo 
has pa.ssed aud they are looking at 
things with more sober eyes tliau they 
once did. .A. b.

Tlio Sunday Hoi aid Itad a pago do 
voted to the fine pardons ahnui n<»ston 
nmonp which Hon. J, H. Looson s is 
prominent. It slid: 

In Newton Centre, 10 minutes* walk 
easterly fntm the station of that name on 
the ••oircnit” road, is the nsidenreof 
Hon. J. it. Leeson, a memher ot the 
Uovernor’s Ci*uncil and a Hoston mer- 
chaat. 

Some men, it is said, own and run 
dopant estates because it seems to lie 
the thinii for a wealiliy man i«> do. But 
not so .Ml. L cson. lie has an intimate 
acquaintance with all plan’s and trees on 
his lawns and in his preenhouscs. His 
thoroupbness in this respect is atiinira 
ble. He desipns to have a specimon 
upon his estate of every tree that will 
prow in this climate, and already has 
very many of them. He is as familiar 
with their botanical names as ho is with 
the names ot his fiiends, and their 
habits, their naiivo dimes and their 
worth are as an open book before him. 
The same is true of his many orchids, 
the prowinp of which affords him pecu- 
liar delipht. He says that it is very rest- 
ful after a day of confinement in the 
countinp room to pet close to the preat 
heart of nature and study some of her 
processes as unveiled in pi ints and trees 
and ti owers. The ioteiestiup and practi- 
cal way that ho talks about his favoritss 
is a liberal education upon that subject. 

Mr. Leeson’s enthusiasm ns a horti- 
culturist dates back many years, and 
many practical supecstioiis have come 
froni him, one of w hich was the oiTerinp 
of priz >s to school children for pather- 
iup the nests of cpps of the tent cater- 
pillar, which has pone far toward ex- 
terminatinp that pett in Newton. That 
is too lonp a story to tell here, but is 
w mb lelliup as a hint to the residents 
of the other suburbs. 

Mr. Loeson has resided on his present 
estate 20 years, lackinp one, and has 
made of it a model residence. As it is 
approached, the wide and hospitable 
portal to the grounds is a cordial invita- 
tion to enter, a d it ushers one into a 
winding driveway, probably unique 
among all driveways in Now England, in 
that it is bordered on both sides with 
black walnut trees (.luplans nigra). wh ch 
Lave a very graceful habit, and when 
thev have become a little larger will 
term a perfect archway over the ap- 
proach to the north front of the house. 
This beautiful feature of Leeson’s es- 
tate— the hospitable portals and the 
driveway— are shown in the cut. 

The lawn, which is set with the trees 
which this owner knows so familiarly, 
stretches down an easy slope away from 
the northerly front of the hou.se. This 
was formerly covered with bwulders, 
which were removed and used in the 
erection of a stone stable. Then the 
land was put in condition for pr.iss and 
trees, which means in this case (hat it 
was highly fertilized, for Mr. L*m!Sou 
says that a tree as well as a oiau, if it is 
going to amount to anything, must be 
well fed. 

This aiboretum has many specimens 
that might well ^irouse the eutliUHiasm 
of the tyro in the.se matters, especially it 
Mr. Leeson, who has such a genuine 
admiration for these friends of his, were 
along to act as interpreter and guide. 

•Just in front of the house is a m »t-t 
beautiful specinieu of the N oil iiaun 
silver fir ( inies N >idm iniana). It^ is a 
very roe tree ii* the^e parts, iiid w’as 
first fouii4l oil .Mt A. ir it by Prof. Nurd 
m mu.

Hon. ,1. K. Leosoirs Position. 

Early in the summer it was reported 
throughout our councillor district that 
the Hon. .1. H. Leeson of Newton Centre 
wou'd refuse a reaomination because of 
his inability to neglect private business, 
for the thorough performance of a coun- 
cillor’s duties. Shoitly after this report 
g.iiiied publicity, the following editorial 
appeared in the Springfield D.iily Repub- 
lican: “.1. R. L.'eson of Newton and 
Boston, conucillor from the 31 district, 
lias made up his mind that he could not 
devote another year to the service of the 
people; but there has been such a call 
from all over his district that Councillor 
Leeson will accept a renomination.

About the stme time a similar editori- 
al appeared in the Boston Evening 
R -cord. The true state ot atT lirs, how- 
ever, seems not to be fully appreciated 
throughout the district, inasmuch as 
many have been talking up other candi- 
d.itcs on the theory that the present 
efficient councillor would not consent to 
serve. 

A very delightful call was made upon 
Mr. Leeson at his Boston otlijil list 
Wednesday, and relative to the council- 
lor nomination ho expressed himself 
substantially ns follows: “It is true 
that some time ago I informed the chair- 
man of the Newton ward and city com- 
mittee that 1 did not feel as though 1 
could give my attention to the duties de- 
volving upon a councillor for another 
year, and therefore would not desire a 
renomination. The ’chairman in turn 
said that he would inform the people of 
the district of my determination. lie 
had no sooner done tils, wlieu urgent 
requests to reconsider my iiil>*ntion were 
received from all quarters of the district. 

I was informed tUat it was customary 
and expected that a councillor serve two 
tHiins at least, and many of my friends 
insisted that it was a duty I owed the 
people to accept of a renumiualinu and 
election. After due consideration, and 
being convinced that I had a duty to 
perform. I consente.! tcj accept of a re- 
unmiuation. The fact that I have not 
iliscounteiiaced the editori.ils of the 
Springfield U lily Republican and the 
Boston Record would, it seems to me 
quite clearly demonstrate that I was 
prepared to serve the people i»f the 
.State another yi-ar if called uiiou.” 

Councillor Leeson’s record during lii-i 
connection with the Governoi’s Council 
is liigbly iccommeudeil aiid pr.iiseii 
among the better i-lement of botb 
parties. His consei v.itive, noii-p ii tisan 
itiii consistent course h.is done mncli 
r.iwards silencing tlie guns of tin- etieinj’ 
w h cli a year ago. were slnxvering tons of

Had (;>iiiiicillor Leeson adliered to his 
Ol igin il ilHtermiiMtton, ex-Senaror Riy- 
iiiond of .Somerville would have had an 
excellent show for the nomination : bo’ 
as ma’feis stand today. .Mr. Riymond 
will not be a candidate — that is, we have 
the best of reasons fur thinking tliat he 
Aillii't.

“The following gives a good account 
of the ‘Start Out’ of the Cowes carnivni 
from a landsman’s point of view,” writes 
the Boston ilernld's .special correspond- 
ent under the date of Cowes, Eiig., Aiig. 
2. iso:l. 

“Tlio strains of instrumental music 
ll 'ated across the Solent last nighi from 
the Pi inco of Wales’ yacht, the Osborne. 
Numbers of boats which putofT fr«>ni the 
shore and the yachts in the roads hovered 
around the luyal craft, their ucciqiaiPs 
enj. lying the concert with which the 
heir-apparent was regaling the K riser 
and a select party. His majesty after- 
ward lotiroil to his own yacht, the 
Holienz illern, wliich is moored near at 
h.Tud, and which continues to attract the 
wondering altention of all visitors. Her 
size suggests the possibility that she 
may be an Atlantic liner, while her ram 
calls up idea* of a battleship. Those 
who have been on hoard describe her ns 
a fio.ating palace. 

‘ The Kaiier arose this morning at liis 
customary lioui, and alcr on ho enter- 
tained at breakfast the Duke of Con- 
nnuglit, Princess Christian, Princess 
lien I y of Bat tun berg, who are guests of 
the Queen ntOsbirne House, from which 
tlicy drove down to East Cowes and em- 
barked at Trinity pier for the Hohen- 
z illero. There was a good deal of firing 
olT Cowes again this morning. The 
American man-of-war Chicago, which 
arrived on iSuuday, thundered forth a 
salute, which resounds o’er the blue 
Waters of the Solent and rattled along 
the const. Then the Stoch, yet nn- 
uothcr German war vessel, which 
had just come up, joined in the noisy 
giectiug. The Gorman Emperor spent 
Hie day priiicipilly in yacht racing. He 
did not cuter the Meteor for any of the 
events in the program of the London 
Yacht Club, but joined the Prince of 
W’ales on board the Britannia, whicli 
competed in the first race. Ills majesty 
wore a light colored yachting suit, with 
a white peaked cap and brown noois, 
while the Prince of Wales was dressed 
in the regulation sorgo. Botb his 
m.ijesty and his royal highuess looked 
temarkably well ns they stood up in the 
Britannia, and evinced much interest in 
the vessels getting in position. 

‘‘At the start tlio Britannia made a 
brave show with her expansive sails, and 
created among the spectators a keen 
interest, which even the mysterious 
American craft, the Navahoe, could not 
divert. The weather was beautifully 
fine, and the parade was crowded with 
ulookers, whilst the headquirters of 
the R lyal Y’ icht Squadron, the L<>udou 
Yacht Club and Hie f.ishionable liotels 
on the trout presented an array ot marine 
glasses ill tlio banrls of entbu.siastic 
yucbtsmeii and ynchtsw mien. 

“Six yachts started, but the race was 
pracMcahy witti the Britiuuia, V.ilkyrie 
and Navahoe. The cratt were ordered 
to the eastward, and were allowed a 
course of 5U miles. Just before leaving 
Cowes the N-ivaboe had n slight lead, the 
Valkyrie coming ne.xt and the Bri- 
tiiima third; these three hugging 
each other’s quarters. By the time they 
».oit clear of tlie crowded roads, the 
Vilkyrie had exchanged places with 
the N.ivahoo, while the Iverna wa.s 
making some progress. But the Briia; - 
nil held lior place.

The arguments of the remonstrauts 
are given iu another column, and it must 
be concede-! that they are sound ones. 
Especially do we agree with them in be- 
wailing the loss of the fine trees which 
now offer for that portion of Washing- 
ton strict protection from tho winds of 
winter ana cool shade during such ns the 
present hot weather. On the question 
of noise, the widening will not in our 
opinion bo as great an objection as 
imagined. 

No improvement of this kind can be 
accomplished without sound objections 
from some source and in the present 
case wo believe there is cause for con- 
gratulation that the real obstacles are so 
comparatively trilling.” 

The Boston (Mty Government has ap- 
propriated sixty thousand dollars for the 
widening.

POLES AND SIDEWALKS. 


They are having a good deal of trouble 
in Dedham over the erection of tele- 
phone poles, and Mr. Putnam, the super- 
intendent of streets, does not mince 
matters in speaking of them. The 
company are establishing an exchange in 
Deilhani, and began its work of erecting 
poles the other day. Two polos had 
been put up, when Mr. Putnam stopped 
further work. lie says the poles are 
dirty and crooked and not such poles as 
the con>pany agreed to put up. In his 
opinion, as well as that expressed by 
loading citizens, the streets of Dedham 
are already too much disfigured by 
crooked and nnsightly poles. Fiom this 
on telephone and telegraph companies 
are to be made to live to the veiy letter 
of any agreement made with the town. 

The straight poles are more expensive, 
and the companies who pay for them 
prefer to use the cheapest poles possi- 
ble. The action of Dedham is to be 
commended, however, as even the best 
of poles are a disfigurement to the 
streets. Here in Newton there are many 
complaints, both as to the chaiacterof 
poles and as to the way in which they 
encroach upon the sidewalks, which are 
none too wide at the best. 

We have received numerous complaints 
lately in regard to the West End trolley 
poles on Centre street, which instead of 
being placed on the edge of the side- 
walk, eucmach upon it to the incon- 
venience of i>edestriau8. One of them 
se's in over a foot and a half from the 
edge of the walk, and the residents are 
asking who permitted such a l.icatioii. 
The huge telepli )ue pole> in that, vicinity 
are a decided nuismee, as they take up a 
large pait of the narrow sidewalk, on 
one of the nutst fretjuenied streets, ami 
the trolley pob-s stjem to he tlie lust 
straw, and there is a lou I call lor the 
highway committee to visi' the Hp.»t. 
The rcaid. nt.s say they can under 
stand, also, tint a trolley p de hiitoild 
lean one way. hut they see no reason lor 
its leaning two ways, and they think 
tje pole.s must have been set very liur 
liedly. 

The city of Lynn has recently passed 
ati or iinauce lu.'* the burial ot ail tele 
phnue and ele '.trie light wires, and it 
would adil mnch to the beauty of New- 
Ion if such an arrangement could he 
made here. The corporations using tue ^ 
poles pay no icntal to the city for such a , 
disliirurement of the streets, ant the j 
Telephone company charges the city a | 
1 ii ^e price every year for relephoiies. so j 
tint there is n> reisou why any gie.»t | 
comideratioii should be slinwn, especial- ; 
ly in 'he way of illowiug theni to pm up | 
cheap and unsightly poles, or to oncroa ;h 
on the sidawalks. If this tiling ke.-ps on 
we shall soon have to abaiidoii ilie side- 
walks to tbu difiuiunt kinds nf poles, | 
give up the stieets to the electiL laiiw.iy ' 
comp lilies, and go across lots, when we . 
want to take a walk. When all sorts of 
street f.'-unchises have been given away 
to private corporations, the people may 
wake up to the fact that the streets were 
designed for the use and couveuieuoo of 
private citizens. 

It sounds odd to be told that Mexico 
is on a s.iuuder financial basis than the 
Ignited States, but this is what a promi- 
uet t citizen of that cuuiitiy, who is a 
close student of the affairs of the world, 
says, and he gives some weighty reasuus 
for his assertion. He thinks that uot all 
the trouble is caused by silver, which is 
natural in a Mexican, where silver is so 
great u puitiun of the currency, but he 
says: 

‘•Look over Hie world’s receut history, 
the I'.iiiamu swindle, the .\ustiiiliau at 
tempt to cieate a great naitou tiy bot- 
liuuse culture, tbe Argentine butloriiless 
pit for European cupiiul, and tbe Ameii- 
< an juggling with tbe I twsof trade by 
the adoption of the McKinley tariff — is 
tln re not oere a suliicieiit list or con- 
tribuHiig causes to llio preheut nuivoihal 
crahli? Vou had better stop buying 
silver to coin it, and, in home way, get 
soinetliing better ibaii promihos to pay 
(government bonds) behind your national 
li.tiik oil eolation, and then settle dow n 
to plain, noii-kite-fiying business Vuu 
hnv<- not (Mioiigli hard money behind 
yonr enoi inoui, husiness ti Hnsaoiitinh ; 
(lo-ie is to(^ much paper— baukeis’ and 
iiieichin s* ciedi>N, iiits of p.rpei vaiinus- 
Iv called, beliinil your truiisaciioiih — 
ther- is liolliing solid lo it all. 1 am no 
sliver lanatic, but believe tbit lbHr>-iH 
plenty of room ioi the iiatuiul, unlorced 
output of Kiiiycr in the growing trade ot 
the world.” 

'rheii be cou'iubts this condiiiou of 
affairs lo the adviutage of Mexico, and 
gives this highly colored coudiliou of 
affairs iu that couuti y : 

“Here we are us contented as possible; 


we have hard silver dollars, no failures, 
corn ripening in the fields, and public 
and private frugality and no dispoHition 
to speculate in anything. There is no 
mania to get rich over-fast. It costs 
about a fifth part of the American a' my 
expenses to maintain the Mexican army, 
which is, aftei all, our country road- 
guard and general police force— cot a 
force for the suppression of popular 
liberty, as is too often believed. In the 
States you Are as mad as Imres (March 
ones) and have a 22-atory house resting 
on promises to pay! No wonder you aie 
periodically rocked by financial storms, 
if the States had haci two years of had 
harvest and a sharp decline in tiie value 
of its chief exportable article, such as 
sliver is hero, you would have a ton 
times worse panic. Mexico is on a 
financially sounder basis than the States. 


Mk. Edwakd C. Butlkii, son of the 
famous missiouAry who resides at New- 
ton Centre, has been appointed secretary 
of the United Stales legatiori at 
Mexico. Mr. Hntler is thoroughly ex- 
perienced in diplomatic work, and has a 
remarkable command nf the Spanish 
language, lie has been connected with 
the legation seven years, beginning 
under Gen. Jackson of Georgia. 

At first it seemed incredible to the 
American residents iu Mexico, according 
to a special despatch, that the United 
States government was finally disposed 
to give an important place in a Spanish- 
speaking country to a man who knew 
the language and was entirely compotouL 
such action being entirely out of the lino 
of precedent, places being usually be- 
stowed on politicians without capacity 
or on young men having a political 
pull. 

Mr. Butler has done a vast deal of 
work iu the legation for several years, 
and the appointment is regarded as 
evidence that the Washington govern- 
menl has, in selecting this Massachusetts 
man, decided to depart from its im- 
memorial tradition of sending untrained 
men to occupy important posts. 


Thk friends of ex ('ongre^sman Green- 
halgo are making more stir lately and 
aio talking with more coiilidcnce. Mr, 
Faiqiihai gave a dinner to the witty ex- 
Gongressiimn yesterd ry, at his residence 
in this city and in the evening a large 
immbor of neighbors and fiionds gath- 
ered informally to meet the distinguished 
guest. Mr. Faiqulmr is one of the 
warmest supporters of Mr. Grocuhalgo. 

Sknatou lloAU thinks a bill for the 
unconditional repeal of the Slierman bill 
wi.l pass both the house and the senate 
within a short time, in spite of the silvoi 
men, although ho anticipates trouble in 
the senate from the Kopublican senators 
of the silver states. 


NEWTOX is IIAUl'Y. 


It seems now to be considered as 
practically settled that the Republican 
ticket will be Pillsbury and Wolcott. 
The Boston Transcript, which has been 
pushing Mr. Wolcott for the first place, 
concedes that Mr. Wolcott is no longer a 
candidate for the first place, but the 
Springfield R'lpublican adds to the Trans- 
cript’s comments the following: 

“It is evident that the mouthpiece of 
Mr. Wolcott’s closest friends is uot tell- 
ing all It knows. Not all ot the council- 
ors. if any of them, were cognizant of a 
purpvise on the part of tli.i lieutenant- 
governor not to be a candidate for pro- 
motion. In fast the lieutenant-governor 
appears to have been as reticent with 
them as with the general public, aud the 
councilors enlisted for Mr rillsnurv Jusi 
as the member.s of Congiess did — Pe- 
cause they consider him to he the hlrong- 
est man for the party to uom nate. But 
however that may be, it is safe to con- 
clude that Mr. Wolcott will have to take 
Kt-couJ place or nothing, unless Oct ibet 
7 brings with it a meat surprise.” 


HKH lirSINESS IXTERKST.S SPFFKUlNd HUT 
LITTLE AT PUKSK.VT. 

The manufacturing industries in Now- 
ton apparently feel the effects of the 
present fiuaucial and business depres- 
sion, although the principal mills, the 
Silver Lake ooidage and the Nonautum 
worsted, employing some 1.700 hands, 
have met with no reverses in the shape 
of lessened orders for goods. The latter 
has a large unmber of orders ahead. It 
shut down for a few days in order to 
make some necessary repairs and to put 
a new .‘lOOO-horse power engine in posi- 
tion, but resumed witn its full oo-nple- 
ment of workers iu the several depart- 
ments. 

Phipps & Train’s silk mills at the 
IT jper Falls is running on half-time, 
'i'he Newton Rubber Company has been 
operating Its plant oj a five-day basis 
for the past few weeks, and has now 
shutdown for a fortnight. The Game 
well Fire Alarm Company has closed its 
large factory at the Upper Falls fora 
couple of weeks, but not heo.iuse of any 
lack of business. The shut down was 
decided upon iu order to give all the 
bauds an opportunity to got a v ication, 
and to put the engiue aud machinery in 
first-class condition. 

Some ot the smaller factories and mills 
have shut down indefinitely, and, as a 
result, about 300 men and women have 
been thrown out of employment. Some 
I of them have secured other positious in 
I Newton and surrounding communities. 

The situation iu Newton, so far as the 
I wage earners is concerned, is considered 
I quite encouraging, e.speclally when it is 
considered that it has been found neces- 
! siry in many places to consideiably de- 
crease the number of bauds employ d in 
Slime of the largo factories, the general 
business interests suffering as a result oi 
the hard iines 

The city’s financial condition is all 
right, the money is being p lid into the 
cify treasurey iu part by citizuis who are 
perfectly willing to make loan-, to furnisl. 
fuiirls tor pressing requirements. Tliih 
help i-j of especi il idvaiitago just now, 
as it will enable the city to fioat its bonds 
later at the customary rate ot interest.

FRKNCH WOMEN JOURNALISTS. 

Rniiii- .\r<* Itiinki-il A iiioiig t1i«- of 

|•al•l« -Tliolr Work iiiiil Mnnnrra. 

Tho lu'wspjipt'r woini'ii of FraiuM> arc 
conti.arativcly few. Thi'y arc constant- 
ly ncciLsiMl of a total lack of tho critical 
faculty and of a want of iicrcoption of 
tho ridiculous. Furthonnoro, thoir ideas 
on «*thica and philosopliy an* said to l>e 
“atalo.” Novorthi'lo.ss it is true that 
thoir contributions to niagazincs and jio- 
riodicals aro inuiaticntly luvaitod and 
widely road, after' which many of the 
masculine writers go into mei.tal con- 
vulsions and tear their vocalmlaries m 
tatters in trying to iirovetliat tin sj femi- 
nine effusions wore worse than worth- 
less. 

The M’oiueii who, iu spite of tins; per- 
sist in MTiting do not have sinecures. 
Not long ago at a celebratetl criminal 
trial a M oman jonrnali.st iirc.sented her- 
self at the court asiliu juiiiciary reporter 
of a lemmig mornin;^ newspaper iu Paris. 
Tho police are said to have l»een agiiast 
wiieii Mme. .Severiuo drew forth her pad 
aud iioncil and demanded admission to 
tho jiress tables. The guards M ere some- 
what taken aback, and, M-ith a deiilorn 
hie lack of ITcnch chivalry, wanted to 
turn her away. But, by wit or wiles of 
some sort, she gained her point and 
cleared a pathway for all w’omeu report- 
ers who shall come after her. 

Mine. Edmond Adam is another w’om- 
an journalist, perhaps tho leading one in 
Paris. She is a politician, author and 
editor. Sho has been honored by the mu- 
nicipality of Paris iu having her name 
given to one of the streets of the capital, 
an honor rarely bestowed on a person 
during his lifetime. It isn’t much of a 
street, to bo sure, tho Rue Juliette Lam- 
ber but it is young and may grow some 
day. Under Napoleon III Mine. Adam 
had a salon in opposition to the imperial 
government, and there sho reigned. Sho 
was young and handsome then, w’ith soft, 
pretty hair and bright blue eyes. She 
was an intense republican and a great 
friend of Garibaldi. At tho clo.se of the 
Franco-Prussian war sho had no one in 
France to particularly oppose, so she se- 
lected Bismarck. Such phrases as tliese 
have been attributed to her: “Bismarck 
and mu!” “Bismarck was to have b»*en 
overthrown by me!” “At last the czar 
condescends to follow my political views!” 
She is a good sjieaker and can talk on al- 
most any subject. Her dinners aro de- 
cidedly interesting. One-fourth of her 
guests aro usually officers of the French 
army, another fourth is composed of po- 
litical men, ami the others are artists and 
literary people. The. dinners are usually 
followed by receptions, which are at- 
tended b}’ cabinet ministers, deputies, 
senators, diplomats and journalists. 
There are, except on sijecial occasions, 
few women. 

Mine. Severine is both more valiant 
and more sentimental than Mme. Adam. 
Severine, as sho is familiarly called, is a 
well known figure iu Paris. She has 
boon nicknamed Mamzelle Gavroche and 
Jenny L'Ouvriere, and although sho is 
much given to literary floods of tears, 
slie w’rites vigorously and well. She has 
her own particular conceptions of good 
and evil. Severine imbibes her political 
views from TlioC'ri du Peuple (The Voice 
of tho People), and Mme. Adam drinks 
of the fountain of La Republiipie Fran- 
caisc, founded l>y Ganibetta. Severine’*- 
ambition i.s to secure the abolition of 
caiiital pnni.shnient. 

5lnie. Yverisa curious figure in tin- 
newspaper world. Sho frequents tie* 
prefocturo of police, aud is remarkable 
for her persistent pr.iise of tho police 
and the justii e they disiHJU.so. “Good,” 
in her mind, is reiiresented by tho prefect 
of i>olice, tho detectives and tlio gen- 
darmes, but never by the pri.soners. 

Gyp IS another woman journalist, but 
her name — Mme. do Martel — is better 
known in connection with novels on Pa- 
risian high life and as author of a few 
comedies. She is a noted contributor, 
in a very light vein, to that lively publi- 
cation, La Vie Purisienne. Gyp is popu- 
lar, and, be.sides being a writer of great 
talent, paints with success. 

Perhaps the most successful newspa- 
per M'omen in Paris are those w’ho write 
about the thing they know best— fash- 
ions. But men are encroaching some- 
what upon this territory, and altogether 
woman’s jdiiee in French jonmalism is 
not all that could be desired. — New York 
Sun. 

Why la It? 

Why is it that a woman can struggle 
until she is red in the face and worn out 
both in tem|)er and body by a window iu 
a railroad train in her vain endeavors to 
close or open it when all that a man has 
to do is to walk up and go over exactly 
tho same line of action that sho has al- 
ready exhau-^ted, and down comes tho re- 
fractory window in a jiffy? It is a most 
humiliating fact, but a very true one 
nevertheless, that not five women out of 
u dozen ever succeed in arranging a win- 
now to tlieir .sal ill faction. They pull and 
tug until they aro embarrassed, and 
finally, in a pleading manner, look around 
at some .slip of a man, who, without any 
nonsense, brings about the desired effect, 
while the woman looks on in silent won- 
der at his marvelous skill and dexterity.

FINE CONVENT BUILDING. 


TO UK U8KI) IN CONNECriON WiniPARO- 

ClIIAI.. sciioai, AT NEWTON. 

Ill couneotiou with the now parochial 
school building wliiuh has been erected 
on Adams street, a convent has been put 
up ou a lot adjoiniuif, the latter entirely 
at tlie expense of Rev. Michael Dolan, 
rector of the pari.sli of tbe Cluirch of Oar 
Lady. 

It is a substantial brick structure with 
accommodations for the sisters who will 
teach in the school. It contains, besides 
tlie i-quipmout ot rooms, a beautiful 
chapel, which lias been tiuisiiod in tbe 
most artistio m inner. The altar, of 
iiiiibleand Mex'Ctii onyx, is one of the 
finest ill the diocese. One of tlie features 
in the ctiapel is a painting of tlie “Riis- 
iug of Lazarus.” 

Yesterday the 10 Sisters of Charity 
who will occupy the convent and take 
charge of the educational work of tlie 
school arrived from New Jersey. They 
were formerly attached to ilio Catholic 
Uiiivorsiiy in that slate. They wore 
given an informal reception by the ladies 
of the parish of the Church of Our Lady 
last evening. 

'riie new parochial school and convent 
buildings represent an outlay of nearly 
i;100,000. The sciiool structure contains 
eight rooms and a large hall. The 
material used in the construction is 
brick with saiidstoue trimmings. The 
interior fittings are excellent, and the 
sauiiary and veiitilatiug apparatus first 
class. The buildings will be liuat d bv 
steam. The boilers and necessary plant 
for beating are located in a separate 
small brick building. 

There ye remains some work t > bo 
done be'ore the buildings are ready for 
occupancy. The labor ahead, however, 
partakes largely of the character of 
decorations. The dedication ceremonies 
will occur, probably, during the latter 
part of September.

But there are thousands today wliu 
would bet', r serve their own bust in- 
teiests and the comniiinity as well, if 
they would use wiiat iiie.tuu they have, 
toguther with their best energies ; if they 
would bottle up beir wisdom on tbe 
quesiions which are supposed to be delt - 
gated to the stutesuieu at Washington 
and tu those who make a business and 
money by cdu;ating the public, uud 
going to work. A little money will go 
further now lu buying, building and al- 
most anything else than at any previous 
time lu the history of tbe West. They 
who “saw wood” will lie oouuted as the 
wise ones of the period.

hy Kntltualantlr Sportanirn of Other 
Plenty of l>nn|{er. 

As nn ardent pig sticker I may bo for- 
given for advancing the opinion that it 
U the finejit sport in the world. By “iiig 
Ftieking” I of course mean pig sticking 
as it is practiced in India and in north- 
eni Africa nnd potliaps in some other 
English colonies — viz, riding down tho 
pig on horseback and dispatching him 
with sjiears. 

The Indian wild pig varies naturally 
according to his home. Tho biggest I 
have ever seen were in tho Vindhya 
mountains, where I used to shoot them 
as food for my beaters. Sometimes they 
Were of vast size, bigger, I think, than 
even their Ganges cousins. 

A peculiarity of tho wild pig is tho 
straightness of his tail as comimrcd with 
the curled appendage of his domestic 
brother. From tho top of his low fore- 
head to the end of his snout is almost a 
perfectly straight line, nnd ho has a for 
longer snout nnd jaw than tho English 
market pig. His skin is a kind of 
bluish gray nnd his bristles gray or 
black, though sometimes nn almost 
brown pig is found. Tho wild pig will 
never live far from water. He is hap- 
piest in tho long grass, often 13 feet high, 
that grows along tho banks of tho big 
Indian river.s, nnd above all rejoices in 
“jao,” a kind of evergreen brushwood 
that is ns common ns tho grass. He only 
eats at night, and about 10 p. m. ho sal- 
lies forth from cover and will go many 
miles to find tho succulent sugar cane or 
other luxury, returning ns a rule about 
nn hour before tho first streaks of daw’n. 

Pig sticking begins usually abOv.t 
Christmas week, when the giant vegeln- 
I tion of the rains has die<l down sufficient- 
ly to get at piggy, nnd the marshy 
ground where he lives is firm enough for 
horses, but it is not till tho end of Feb- 
I ruary that really good pig sticking be- 
' gins, and it improves ns tho weather gets 
dryer and hotter till the June rains come, 
j and pig sticking instantly ceases. 

I At about (I a. m., after a light brenk- 
: fast, the sportsmen set out — usually ir. 

I “tumtums” — to the meet, having sent 
their spears and horses on ahead over 
j night, together witli tho all important 
mess tiffin basket, in w’hicli a huge block 
j of ice nnd itinumerablo soda water bot- 
tles and bix'r bottles figure largely. It 
is rare to gather together more than 12 
men. It may have been different ir 
olden times, but polo is a formidable 
rival to pig sticking nowadays, nnd the 
ordinary British subalU*rn can rarely af- 
ford time nnd money for both. Indeed, 
from my own experience, 1 should say 
■ the average field was not above five, and 
, personally, I much prefer, except fiom 
I the social point of view, very few com- 
I panions. 

j Tho officer in coniniund divides the 
party, if large enough, into little sections 
I of thret*, and each section separates from 
I tho other and keeps together all day, 

' either at one end of the line or in tho 
middle. The coolies aro usually about 
CO in nuinher and form lino, covering 
j about 200 yards of ground. Each is 
I armed, or should be, with a big stick, 

I and tho end men carry flags, which can 
be seen above tho long grass nnd help to 
i keep the coolies in line. Behind them I 
j marches on each wing one of tho shi- j 
! kari’s satellites, and in tho center is the | 
' shikari himself on horseback, and these ; 
officers, like sergeants, keep tho line ' 
straight, and exhort, often in language i 
I more forcible than polite, tho apathetic i 
' coolies to strenuous exertions. Tho I 
' sportsmen generally ride a fe^* yards in > 

, advance of tho lino, unless, from tho na- | 
turo of tho covert, tho pig is likely to 
break back. 

I A pig lies usually in a kind of form 
like a hare and will sometimes let a 
man or horse almost tread on him bo 
, fore moving, and being often covered 
with mud or dust is very difiicult to see 
in tho gra.s8 nnd weeds. Wlien, liow- 
ever, ho does jump up, ho slips along at 
an incredible speed for tho first 30 or 40 
I yards and then settles down to a very 
' fast gallop. I have known boars at once 
j on being put up make straight for tho 
first man or horse they see before they 
have been wounded or touched, and, as 
all know, the tusk of tho wild hoar cuts I 
like a razor, though luckily the wound | 
I is usually a healtliy, clean cut — very dif- 
i f( rent from u mauling by tho fetid claws 
of a tiger or leopard or tho thrust of a 
I stag’s horn. 

I Wherever a pig gets up one of tho 
sections go after it, and theroaro various 
I little rules us to how tho pig should bo 
I attacked and in what order. Tho most 
! iniiiortant rule is never to drop your | 
' fejiear, still less throw it at tho pig, us 
louio beginners have been known to do. | 
Hpears are weighted with lead at tlio i 
handle, and when dropped from tho hand j 
in tho long grass, tho sharjiend, being 
tlie lighter, naturally sticks up, so that ; 
the next horseman or beater may bo ; 
wounded. I know of several liorrible ac- 
cidents that have hupi>ened in this way. 

The man who first draws blood gets 
“tho first spear” and is entitled to tho 
carcass. The body is given to tho coolies | 
to eat, and tho head is taken home by tho | 
triumphant sportsman to adorn his hiin- 
gulow hull, or the tushes are taken out | 
and made into some kuickknuck. Of I 
course he is in honor bound to help I 
fairly kill us well us prick his foe, but it | 
is the second horseman, riding i>erhups 
four lengths l>ehind him, who has the 
most dangerous part to play. A jdg 
when wounded rarely pursues his foi- 
mer cours<*, and the leailer often loses 
touch with him, while his follower has 
to bear the full brunt of a terrific charge. 
It is fatal to receive a boar’s charge at a 
walk or trot. One cannot go too fast — 
not straight at the pig, hut at a slight 
angle toliim as ho charges. 

In Bombay a long spear is used, and 
the boar is stuck by an “underhand’’ 
thrust. In eastern Bengal a jabbing 
yniar is used and is more ileadly, I think. 
Of course it is unlawful to stick sows. 
They cannot fight well, having no tushes. 
—Bully's Magazine.

Astor’s last night,* 
and evoked, consequently, the pungent 
reflection of Mr. Joseph How’ard, Jr., a 
writer of the people, who evidently knew 
his man: 

" ‘Dropped in at Mrs. Astor’sl Good 
heavens t for what — tho ash barrel?’” 


’Waahlngtnn’a Cnbin. 

There aro few buildings that attract 
the ailmirers of Washington that have 
more of interest in them than a decaying 
cabin w’hich stands alone in nn old pas- 
ture field a half mile from Berry ville, in 
the beautiful Shenandoah valley of Vir- 
ginia. 

The old cabin w’ns the home of Wash- 
ington when he was a surveyor. Ho 
came here direct from the maternal roof 
to begin the arduous ami at tho time 
dangerous work of surveying tho lands 
of Thomas, Lord Fairfax, who owned 
all the northern part of Virginia undor 
the king’s patent. The work was ardu- 
ous because of the physical aspect of tho 
country, then a dense wilderness, and 
dangerous because of the character of 
the inliabitiints, who were principally 
Indians or scarcely less wild trappers or 
scinatters upon his lordship’s domain. 

Wasliington had been selected by tho 
nobleman because of his belief in tho 
youth’.s ability to cope with these ele- 
ments early in 1748, just after tlie com- 
idetion of his sixteenth year, his onl/ 
companion being George William ITuir- 
fax, nephew of old Lord Thomas. 

Whetlier these boys erected the build- 
ing or fouml it already in place history 
does not state, but well authenticated 
tradition says that they built it t’.iein- 
selves. That they used it for nn office, 
kept their instruments there and slept 
in the ujipcr room there is ample proof. 
— Washington Post.

The czar of Russia shows undoubted 
sagacity in adopting the best physical 
means to hold together his vast omiiirc. 
He lias pushed the transcaspian military 
railway southeastward until it has al- 
most reached the frontiers of British In- 
dia Jiml China, the two power.s most 
likely to dispute with him the acquisition 
of further ilouiinioii in Central Asia. 
Having IlmH assured the safety of the 
Russian position in the southeast, he has 
undertaken a more stupendous work in 
beginning the construction of an un- 
broken lit:e of railway to connect Eu- 
ropean Russia with a jiort on the Pacific 
ocean. The whole length of the Asiatic 
or main Siberian line is 4,H()0 miles. 

The estimated cost is .i;*.JU(),0UU.()00. Tho 
work, whicli is now progressing from 
both ends toward tho center, is to 'oo 
completed in about 10 years. There will 
then bo a stretch of railway, all locuteil 
upon Russian territory, about 0,000 miles 
in length, holding European Rus.siu and 
Asiatic Russia lirnily together with a 
continuous hand of steel. Until tho pro- 
posed railway running north and south 
to connect the two Americas shall have 
been built there will bo nothing on earth 
to rival this great stretch of eastern and 
western railway across the Russian em- 
pire,— Unuilia Bee.

It is really remarkable that so many 
people in this country, who have funds 
from which they might earn a good rate 
of interest, persist in locking up notes in 
safe deposit vaults or pack them away in 
old stockings.

THE DOINGS OF THE O.VN'O WHO OI’EH.\.TEI) 
IN I.OWEH FALLS. 

An orgiiiiiztid gang of safe aud lionso 
bieakcis i.s terroiizing the principal 
towns of Norfolk county, aud tbe local 
police are more tban puzzled as to tho 
manner in which the thieves get away 
with their pluuder so adroitly. 

The gang has been at work since early 
spriog. They have operated extensively 
i 1 Djdliam, Wellesley aud part of New- 
tin Lower F.dls. Nippers were used ou 
tbe keys in house locks in every iusta/ice, 
aud windows were pried open with “jim- 
mies." In some cases u dianuud has 
been brought into play to cut the glass 
beneath window catches, thus enabling 
the burglars to reach and turn the catch. 
Burglary of houses has nsualiy been ac- 
companied hy tho blowing of safes ou 
the same nights. 

Tho sale blowers are believed to he a 
gang of professional thieves aud safe 
hreakors connected with McCluskey, re- 
cently arreslod in this city upon the 
charge of securing tools fur the break- 
ing of safes. 

A Horal I reporter, who has been inves- 
tigating theSu breaks, has discovered that 
in the cases of the Wellesley and Newton 
buiglai ics— at one of which, a few nights 
ago, $800 was taken from the house uf 
the president of tbe Traders* Bank— tbe 
thieves came down from Wellesley in a 
boat on the Charles, and landed at 
Myers’ picnic grove. It was about 3 
o’clock in the morning, and the gang 
were live in number; for a while after 
leaving the boat they rested ou tbo 
shore. 

This was witnessed by Oliver Sniitb, 
tbe well known lisborniun of Dedbum, 
and Josepb llougbluu uf Ibe same place. 
Tbe spot where the men tested is in 
Dover, Just across the Dedham line, 
timitb aud Ilougbtou were out after 
pickerel, aud purposed to follow down 
tbe river’s course. It was dark when 
they reached tbo grove, aud they started 
towuid tbe riyer bank. They bad a 
luncheon, and decided to partake of it, 
meantime watching for the break of 
day. 

While thus engaged, Smith and 
Ilougbtou beard tbe boat coming down 
stream, saw it make a landing and tbe 
forms of live men uppiuacbing. There 
is a cook bouse on tbo picnic grounds, 
and this tbe men iipproaobed without 
observing tbe presence uf tbe lisbermen. 
Two of tbe live entered the cook bouse, 
tbe others lemainiug near by. 

Tbe tlickor of a dark laulorn could bo 
distiuguisbed, aud altbougb Smith and 
Ilougbtou were suspicious uf the straug- 
ers they did uot cure to interfere, us it 
was a case of five ugaiust two. 

After about twenty miuutes, delay the 
two iiieu left tbe cook bouse aud a ooii- 
suUatioii took place with tbe three out- 
side. Tbeii they all walked duwu to tbe 
river, cbuokling to themselves, euteiud 
their bout aud rowed away. 

It is believed that those men soiuo- 
wbere about tbe place oouoealed what 
they bud atoleu from tbe Newtuu depot 
safe and elsewhere that uigbt, aud that 
suhsei|ueutly one of tbe gaug returued 
aud carried it

THE WORLD’S FAIR. 


AS SEEN* TUItOl GH A PAIK OF NEWTOX 
SPECTACLES. 

'The ways of reaching the Fair grounds 
are sufficient to accomramiate many 
thousands per day, except that some ol 
tbe cable car lines are must uncomfort- 
ably crowded about nine in tbe morning 
and again nt seven in tbe eveuing. 

One of the most comfortable modes of 
going to the grounds, if you are staying 
up town, is by the lake steamers. You 
get, in this way, a comfortable cool ride 
of au hour or so and have a Hue view of 
the water front of the city. 

Au elevated railroad has been built 
from tbe heart of the city to a point 
within tbe grounds, so that you can ride 
very ciieapl>* aud quickly if you are stay- 
ing anywhere near the route of the “L.” 

The nuineiTius tracks of the Illioois 
Central R. K. and their u.auy roughly 
fitted up cars sliow liow they provided 
for the tens of thousands who have not 
yet come. 

But I here are m.iuy other sorts of cot:- I 
veyanc**?. fioni the ari?to.'i atic Tally ho I 
coacii down to the fun ituie van that 
hisfoi the nonce been converled into a 
passenger barge. M.iny of tbe new hotels 
aud boarding places are within w.ilkiiig 
distance so that thousands make their 
way on foot quite leisurely after break- 
fast. 

The eutrauces to the enclosure are so 
uuinerous tha* very rare y you have to 
wait long for your cliauce to get lu. Once 
it), whac a prospect there is before you! 
The immensity t»f the enterprise begius 
to dawn upon you, atid you are almost 
bewildered us you see bow much there 
is to do. 

Iu fact no oue can ever really “do” the 
Fair thoroughly. It is so large, it cuu { 
tains so much, ir is so varied that one 
whole year would be oousututd, were 
but fifteen minutes given to each of the 
tbousauds of exhibits. 

Some matbematically iuciiued individ- 
ual made tlie calculation that if one 
wanted to see the Fair as it ought to be 
seen, lie must Settle dowu fur 300 daily 
\idt8 of ten hours each. 

Of course uo one cm study it thus oat* 
fully iu all its branches aud details, but 
some will give full atleiitiou t > oue 
department aud others to others, just as 
tiieir tastes and fancies lead them. For 
the great majority it is a steady “walk 
arouud.” They go aud go troiu depart- 
tueui 'o departmeuL until they are ready 
to drop from physical exhaustiou. 
People have various theories as to the 
very best w ay of seeing t.,e Fair. Some 
will tell you to make tbe i.>uuds uf tbe 
buildiugs first without stuppiug to outer 
oue of tliem, just as if you were passiug 
through a uew city. Fitr this purpose 
you will find the “lutia inuraT and the 
'‘launobes” helpful. Tlie former will 
cany you ou au elevated road nearly 
around tbe enclosure, aud the lattei will 
take you thiough tbe lagoons. 

You cun spend a whole day or more iu 
rambling abiuit tbe streets of this fait 
while city. If you have any architect 
ural and artistic traiuiug at all you will 
Hud very much to .idiuiie iu tlie graceful 
style of tbe buildings, both large aud 
stuall, aud you will oommaud tbe rare 
skill aud good judgment ot tbi>se who 
plauned aud produced tbe geueial effect 
'The best laiidscaue gardeuers, tbe best 
aiobitects, the nest sculptors ami 
painters were brought together to ac 
coiuplisb a lesult that is bai luoutuua auo 
ploasiog to a siugular degree. 

It is bard to see bow their work could 
have beeu impioved. They have reared 
a city which wv>uld be o^ itaelf a sutli- 
cieut attiactiuu eveu if nut a siuglt 


honso had an exhibit of any kind In it. 

No verbal description, no picture can 
give any one an adequate idea of this 
wonderful white city which It .s grown 
up so speedily on the shore of the lake, 
and which in a few months more must 
all be d»?stroyed. It has to be seen to be 
understood, and once seen can never be 
forge tton. 

Among the first things you notice as 
you watch the g'oat crowds of people at 
the Fair, are the evidences of fatigue 
which nearly all show in their Mces and 
in their actions. 

The grounds are so extensive, the 
buildings so great, and there is so much 
to be seen that sooner or later every one 
betrays exhaustion. 

“What did yon see in that building?” 
asked one. The answer was, “A place 
to sit down.’’ That tells tbe glory. 

It is a very tired crowd. Si me come 
with the determination not ro get used 

uo. They are going to take it eaay. 
They will rest, for an hour »»r two at a 
time. All very well, but the.' forget 
their good resolutions and some day 
they confess that they also are all used 

up. It is doubtful if any one i an spend 
tnore than ten days here without the 
risk of a collapse. 

It is well to warn intending visitors 
that they must not expect to get through 
without very great fatigue and tbere- 
forw they mus^ avoid needless exertion. 
Do uot try to do too much in one day, 
and then be sure to have a good rest 
when yuu can get iL 
Some persons, overconfident of their 
powers of endurance have rushed 
abesd for awhile and then have found 
themselves unable to rush any further. 
Cases of illness and prostration are so 
numerous that they are regarded by 
onlookers almost as matters of course. 

Altbougu it is very difficult to lay 
down a plan that will suit every case, it 
is safe to say, that must persons w ill find 
it best to divide their time into portions 
something like this: Two hours work 
in sightseeing, then an boui’s rest, two 
hours more of work and then more rest 
and so on. 

It must be remembered that it is not 
simply tbe number of miles one walks, 
but it is having tbe brain in a state of 
continuous excitement that adds so 
greatly to tbe fatigue. If any one heeds 
this suggestion and is kept from being 
used up, it will certainly be gratifying to 
one who confesses that he did get pretty 
thoroughly worn out himself and who 
wishes be bad followed tbe good advice 
here given. 

The visitor to this Fair cau be quite 
sure that never in his life time will he 
see any exposili )d that w ili equal this in 
its magnificence or in its variety. The 
gmands. the buildings, the exhibits and 
tbe pruceediugs make a combination 
that has never vet been equalled and 
may ne^er be excelled. 

First of all tbe location was made. then 
tbe buildings were designed to suit it, 
ard finally good taste and skill were 
drawn upon w« bout stint. 

This is one of the rare instances where 
those in charge were willing to call in 
tbe aid of people who knew more about 
what they should have than they knew 
themselves. 

Lindscape gardeners, architects, artists 
and specialists bad about as free a rein as 
they could wish, and they certainly pro- 
duce a maguificent and satisfactoiy re- 
sult. 

TLe regret that nearly every visitor 
feels when be surveys the harmonious 
result is that in so short a time every- 
thing must be removed sud tbe park 
restored to its former cooditiou. The 
case of the park gr.junds, however, will 
surely be modified, for the commis- 
siont rs will uevei require the dp.«»ructiou 
of tbe lagoons, biidjzes aud other fea- 
tures which C4U remain per naneutly a:\ 
pa-.k adornmenrs .in.i ftecps?orf»-». 

The buildings, however, must gcr,. 
beituiiful as they are, wonderful as they 
are, they most be taken dowu. 

Must readers h.ive become sontcwhit 
acqu.tiuted with 'he appe.trauce of the 
buildings from tbe many pictuies 
have been shown, bu-. you nev.-r really 
appreciate th m until you s»'e them 
looming up brfore y ^u in -H MiP'r grace- 
ful proporliotis. aud with their har- 
monious ou I. lines against back- 

ground of lake and sky. It is a revela- 
tion in the posstbilitir.? of a arohi e.'tiire 
tuaee what line sti uctuies can be leand, 
and It suggest? the thought that tbe 
coming improveiueuls iu city coustruc- 
tion will do away with tlie gigantic 
ugliness which today ab.-unds. 

.Most of our cities are lii<i«'ousiv ugly 
because architects have piled u,* bricks 
and stones without much sense of pro- 
portion aud with but little taste. 

Coming btek from the F»ir birldings 
to the bouses aud sliires, factories aud 
public buildings of Chicago itself gives 
one a new appreciati..ii of the fiMiess and 
beauty of these striictuies which have 
grown up as by magic the past year. Of 
course in city arcbitectuie economy and 
space have to b-- conh tiered, but these 
must not be tbe only tilings thought of. 
Beauty aud oouveuieiue can be comnined 
with economy, and if there is genmuo 
talent 4)U the part of designers ol city 
buildings, and a willingness on tbe part 
uf business men to liave their places of 
business as well as their boiiies, attrac- 
tive to the eve, it cau be done. No 
doubt the architecmial mcce?s here • et 
with may stin ala'e many inipiin-e- 
m* nts in tlie fuluie in public’ and other 
buildiugs in iow ua aud cities. Possibly, 
too, there may be something suggested 
to many a visitor as to tlie possibilities 
of the adoruiueut of public streets and 
the vacant spaces in groviug towns .As 
you ride along through the scores of 
towns Hud citie.s between here aud 
Chicago, tbe eye is pained at the ugline?? 
wliicb IS every wbere vibihle. Strange 
that so little is d«>ue iu removing hideous 
things and br gbieuiug up what is so 
easily bii^utanod. 

Now and theu au improved plot of 
ground about a railway statiou or a litlh 
usrk or some private residence, show 
like au oasts lu the desert. Sureiv ihei 
is uo serious hiudrauce except the U 
of ta*te iu the wav of tusking many 
place beautilul w uich is todav absun 
ugly. .

UODEUTSON’S RIVEHSIDE BOATHOUSE 
ENTERED AND $100 STOLEN. 

John R. Robertson’s boathouse at 
Riverside was entered by buiglirs early 
Monday morning. The thieves confined 
their operations to the ofSce, where the 
safe was blown open aud ransacked. It 
contained, besides books and valuable 
papers, $150 in bills aud silver. After 
securing the money, the visitors piled 
tlie papers and other documents in a 
beat), aud made tboir exit from the 
premises, it is thought, taking a boat and 
elTecliug a landing ou the Weston side of 
the Charles river. 

A house in Weston was also entered , 
but nothing of value stolen. 

All unoccupied house ou Melrose 
street, w-as also entered and a quantity 
of carpenter’s tools stoleu, which have 
since lieen recovered. They were found 
Mond vy by Sergt. Huestis of the Newton 
p ilic' in the boathouse. 

Tlie safe was operated upou in' the 
usual mauner,liules being drilled through 
tlie door aud the crevices filled with gun- 
powder, which was exploded by means 
of a fuse. 

The Newton liiwer Falls depot safe 
was blown open only a lew days ago in 
precisely the same way. 

The noise of the explosion attracted 
no attention in either case. This fact 
does not appear at ail significant iu the 
j'>b at Ibu boathouse, because of its 
Isolation from dwellings. The Lower 
K.dls depot is, however, surrounded by 
bouses, and in tlie vicinity of a district 
whicii has good police protection. It iu 
considered strange tiiat the nuise of the 
explosion there was heard by no one, so 
far as cm be ascertained.

THE FAMOI S AROO.VTOOK UOUNTY OP 
MAINE TO RF. DEVELOPED. 

Into the famous Aroostook county of 
Maine, from Brownville, in Pi^oatquis 
county. A railroad which, in more than 
one resj>crt. Is the most peculiar ever 
built, is now being steadily pushed to- 
ward completion. 

It is the longest railroad ever pro- 
jected under one maimgcmeat in New 
England. Tlie potato may be said to be 
the leading factor which led up to Its 
construction, though the spruce and 
hemlock log aided somewhat. One- 
third of it is through a wilderness known 
only to ilie hunter, trapper and woods- 
man. In Its cmi.strnction It is wholly 
modern. It is destined to open up 
fertile lands which can be made to sup- 
port millions of people. It is a hot 
competitor of, and has a hot enemy in, 
the greatest railro td in the world, the 
Canadian Pacific; it has found foes at 
home and in Wall street in New York 
and State street in Boston, and has found 
friends there, too; the great American 
Express fights for it, and invests almost 
$2oO,(XX) in it, while the great Dominion 
Express of Canada is its deadly rnomy; 
it bolds as a secret from whence comes 
$:’).tX)0,000 of the $4,000,000 to be used iu 
its construction. 

In its building are found experts from 
Canada, New- Brunswick, Illinois, Iowa, 
Colorado and Central .America, and for 
more than a year these men have been 
letting iu the sunlight upon trackless 
forests and great water powers, and have 
driven the moose, caribou, deer and 
bear from tlieir long-time stamping 
ground. 

Sive those having an immediate in- 
terest in it, tills road is unknown to the 
world. A Herald man has recently 
traversed it, lookeii it over, interviewed 
its engineers, studied the country and 
collected general information regarding 
it. 

It is known as the Bangor A Aroustook 
railroad. It will have for its main line a 
rail from Brownville to Viu Huron, 
through Hnulton, Proque Isle aud Cari- 
bou, a distance of ITT.’J miles, with a 
branch to Fort Fairfield of 12.0 miles and 
one to Aslilaud of 42 3 milt-s, a total of 
232 4 miles. This is about the distauce 
between Boston and New York, and is a 
greater mileage than the combined mile- 
age of the original Boston A Maine aud 
Eastern roads between Boston aud Port- 
land. Brownville is about equal distance 
between the east and west boundary 
lines of the state, and the fact that, com- 
menced here, 232 miles of road c.an he 
built in one direction, shows better than 
anything else the size of the state. It is 
intended that ovoi this road rIiuII come 
the product of Aroostook county. This 
county, which has never had a foot of 
railroad save that owned aud operated 
by Caindians, is itself nearly as large as 
the state of .Massachusetts, and ia iin- 
doubtedly the most lertile and prosper- 
ous county east of the Mississippi river. 

To Boston and tlie industrial world of 
New England, as n-e1I as to sportsmen, 
the new Bangor A Aroostook railroad 
means much more tliau appears upon the 
surface. In the first place, it chet.ks a 
big foreign corporation, whi,:h. gaining 
a foothold on Maine soil, undeit'ink to 
dictate and create and bold ngigaut o 
monopoly. It ojiens a way for the set- 
tling of 'more than 400 square mil^s of 
the finest farming lauds iu iliis country. 

It opens water powers, along wlios’e 
sources is the material for the making ot 
millions of tons of paper pulp. Along 
the line all kiiiis of hard growth are 
seen, and of wondrous size. It can le- 
duce the freight to Boston one-third on 
all produce, and, therefore, it will befell 
in every market aud provisiou store in 
Massachusetts. 

It penetrates a grand hunting land, and 
iu the future, where now all is solituflo 
thouRands can come to fish and hum, 
and, l)1Ta liing :n the aroma of the spruce 
and pine, giin health and strength. 

The new line will ho open in November 
to Houlton, and potatoes, bay aud mut- 
ton from that section to Boston will he 
largely moved by the new line, [From

tine pa]>er to La Nacion. which was 
able to publish it in advance of all its 
contemporaries. Such at any rate is 
the story of the "heat’’ as it is related 
here in newspaper row. It is safe to 
say that any of the leading American 
newspapers would have given thousands 
of dollars to have obtained exclusive 
intelligence of the Victoria disaster, en- 
abling it to beat the world with the 
news. La Nacion ’s "beat” seems to 
have been a case not of enterprise, but 
of good luck. — New York Letter. 


CliItifHP 1‘iratFH SurceHRftil. 

The Shanghai papers contain a report 
obtained from native advices from Can- 
ton of a serious conflict between some 
piratical craft and gunboats at a plac*e 
mill way between Shaochow and Canton. 
It ap])ears that while three gnnboata oe-

made away with their booty. The reason 
given for the inability of the gunboats 
to protect their convoy was that they 
were all agr ound at the point where they 
had anchored for the night, and the 
pirates, being in shallow bottomed boats, 
maneuvered effectually around the gun- 
boats. which, being completely raked 
fore and aft. were compelled at last to 
strike their colors, and there was a gen- 
eral cry of sauve qui pent, leaving the 
pirates ou the field. 


Curious CoiitrMHts. 

The ill temper, the lack of self re- 
straint. the utter unreasonableness which 
at the present time in various parts of 
the world characterize the relations of 
men with their fellows are psychical 
Iihonomena eminently deserving the at- 
tention of the philosopher.

LASELL AT THE WORLD’S FAIR. 

BOMK OF TIIK OHADirATKS WHO HAVK 
VISITKI) ANt) ADMIltKI) IT. 

There is one pretty little nook in the 
woman'll huildioK at the World's Fair 
that attracts more attention than all the 
rest. It is located in the section devut< d 
to tho headquarters of orgsiiizAtiutis in 
the south end of the building. It is not 
laigs nor is it pretentious, but it is so 
dsinty, so cozy, ind so artistic that one 
cannot pass it without stopping, says 
the Sunday Globe, to express the admira- 
tion it arouses. 

Three colors are blended in its make 
up — blue, white and gold — and so pretti- 
ly are they harmonized that they appear 
as if tak> n from a soft summer sky. Of 
course these colors have some signifi- 
cance. They are the colors of tho Liseil 
seminary of Auburndale, Mass, and the 
booth in which they are used with so 
much artistic effect, is the hcudiiuarters 
uf tbe Rcliool. 

It is a roudezvouR for tbe girls of tbe 
seminary and ilieir friends, and a rooie 
popular place is not to be found in tlie 
woman’s building. The booth occupies 
a space of about 100 square feet and is 
tiiaugular iu shape, 'i'be walls are of 
wood, constructed something after the 
style of a seashore cottage, with minii- 
ture gables and picturesque little win- 
dows draped with silkeu curtains of the 
softest nine. 

Tbe exterior is all in pale blue, with 
the. Dame of the school lettered in gold. 
The interior walls are of carved wood, 
background being light blue to harmon- 
ize with the other framework, while tbe 
carving appears like raised figures decor- 
ated with gold. 

Along ttie side walls are other carved 
figun 8 8} mboliziug the departments of 
the semiUAry. 

Tiie walls are still further decorated 
with pictures of the school, groups of 
tlm sMideiiiH ond scenes about the camp- 
us. The floor is handsomely carpeted 
with axminstor, and easy chairs beauti- 
fully upholsten d are as plentiful as tbe 
size of the room will permit. Ou a table 
in tbe centre are copies of the Lasell 
Leaves, tbe sohuol paper, the latest "Ai- 
lerlei,” aud a complete register of the 
seminary since its foundation, bound iu 
the same colura ihut predominate, blue, 
gold and white. 

Among the practical exhibits intended 
to show that the young ladies learu 
something besides art, music, aud litera- 
ture are a couple of loaves of bread, 
made and baked by oue of the students. 
A fresh supply of this homemade bread 
is kept oil Hand at all times, someone of 
the young ladies uf the school, sending 
two louves^jvery week. 

Then there is a dress, too, cut. fit and 
made by the tuemners uf the industrial 
department. Owing to tne limied space 
allowed ilie school in which to make its 
display a large number of exhibits had 
to be retuiiied. Still, the showiug made 
is highly creditable, and tbe young ladies 
have received abundance ot praise fur 
their work-. 

Some oue connected witli the school is 
iu utteudaiice at the headquarters at all 
times to welcome members of the al- 
umuae, Kiudeuts, friends aud vi^itOlsa8 
well. Mrs. W. T. Shepherd was first iu 
Charge, iheu Miss Martha R.iusumt-, Miss 
Mabtl Faiiey aim Miss Emily Geuu iu 
Miss Bertha Murrisun of Gaicugo will be 
turn ill charge during the coming mouth.

A BUILDING ORDINANCE. 


The new building ordinance which is in 
course of being adopted by the city gov- 
ernment has some interesting features. In 
the first place it provides for an Inspector 
of Buildings, an official who has been 
much needed in this city, and who will 
find plenty of important work before him. 
His duties will De, first, to look after the 
city buildings, and see that they are kept 
in proper repair. 

He is also to inspect all buildings iu 
course of erection, alteration or repair, 
and see that the city ordinances are com- 
plied with; look after public halls, 
churches, etc., and see that they are pro- 
perly supplied with means of egress, and 
that they are safe for public use, so that 
lives may not be endangered in case of a 
sudden alarm of fire, or other accident. 

The ordinance also provides that 
notice shall be given in^ wr ting by any 
owner or other person who 'intends to 
erect or alter a building, and a permit 
must be secured from the inspector be- 
fore work is commenced. 

The size of the foundation walls of all 
buildings is given, and if the regulations 
are enforced we shall not see such flimsy 
foundation walls as have been put up in 
recent yeais, walls that would not stand 
against a st’ff wind, if left unsupported. 
The width of the walls of brick buildiogs 
is also defined, and brick pailition walls 
ate also provided for. a very necessary 
thing, as some recent fires have proved. 
The ordinance a so provides for clear 
spaces betwee^ wooden buildings, the 
proper size of piers and columns, the 
grade of cellars, boundary of brick walls, 
timbering of floors, the construction of 
chimneys and flues, fire guards, suow 
guards, plumbing aud house drainage, 
and other matters, aud the ordinance 
itself has been iiiodelled upou those of 
other cities which have been found to 
stand a practical test. 

The ordiiiauce is one that has long 
been needed iu Newton and parts of the 
city are becoming so thickly populated 
that the satety of the public demands 
stringent rules and regulations, which 
can be enforced by some one whose 
special business it is to look alter such 
things, it the li^ht man is secured as 
inspector, there will be but little trouble 
in enforciag the provisions of the ordi 
nance, but he will ueed to have a good 
supply of courage aud self reliance. The 
ordinance will bo of special interest to 
contractors aud builders, and it has been 
submittt il to aud approved by the most 
reliable builders of Newton, who have a 
practic.il siiow'edge of what is retjuired.

Ordinance Relnthif? to the In- 
flpection and Siipervision 
of Electric Wires. 


Jtfl it ordained by the city council of the City of 
Seivton, ae folloum. 


Sei'TIon 1. The chief nr tne tire department 
is hereby designsteii the offleer required by 
the provisions of section three of chapter four 
hundred and four of the acts of the general 
court of Mnssachusetrs, of the year eighteen 
Lnndred and ninetv entitled “An act relating to 
the regtiladi.n and supervision of wires over 
streets or buildings in cities" and be shall have 
and exercise the powers and duties named in 
said chapter and statutes amendatory thereto and 
in this ordinance. Ho shall be called the “in- 
spector of wires.’’ The assistant chief of the fire 
department shall be deputy inspector of wires 
under the direction of the chief; in case of the 
absence or inability to act or vacancy in the 
office of the Inspector ol wires, he shall perform 
the duties of the inspector. 

8eot. 2 The said inspector shall supervise 
every wire ov. r streets or bulldliikS in the city, 
and every wire within a building which is 
designed to ca ry an electric light or power cur- 
rent, or any electric current, and, in general ad 
wires over anv street or other pubdc place in the 
city; ho shali no tfy the per.^on or corporation 
owning or operating any such wire whenever its 
attachment, insulation, supports or appliances 
are unsuitable or unsafe, <•? the tags or marks 
thereof are insiiflicient nr illegible, he shall re- 
move every wire abandoned for use or not 
provided with a tag or mark by the owners ac- 
cording to law, such expense of removal to be 
re paid by the owner of such wlrt*; he shall see 
that all laws, ordinanties and regulations relat- 
ing to such wiles are strictly enforced; he shall 
imrforiu such other duties as are or mav hete- 
afier be imposed upon such officer by law or by 
order or ordinance of the city cmincil; be mav, 
subject to appropriations of the citv council, 
employ such help as may he nece!.i>ary lor the 
performance of the tiutics of h s < ffice. 

Sect, .3. I he inspector of wires shall, by vir- 
tue of his office, be the supei intend, tii of the 
fire alaim telegraph, the police signal systems 
ami all ..liter electric wires and wtrurysiems now 
or hereafter owned by the city. He'sball have 
the care aud maiiageineut of the wires, apparatus 
and machiuery, and other property coniiect:!d 
therewith; shall keep the same at' all times in 
good working order, and shall h.tve access to all 
buildings and places necessary for these pur- 
|M>ses. All addiiion- to said svs em-, and ail 
new elec ric wires and sppliai ces erected by the 
city or for its use, 8b.dl be erected under bis 
supervision, and to bis satistaciioii. 

Sect. ». he shall, at least, once in each year, 
thor.mghly t'lspect the condition of all posts, 
carrying eleotiic or other wires upon or over the 
streets aud buildings wicliiu the city, in order to 
ascertain that they are free from decay or other 
injury r.-Ddering any of them liable to tanure; 
and in all cases where a person or corporation 
owning, leasing or operating wires shall neglect 
or refuse to cut out aud remove wires altaiidotied 
for a-e. or unpr. vided with jtroper tags or marks, 
as required by section six of this ordinance, said 
inspector of wires shall remove the same and 
collect the expense thereof front the said person 
or corporation. 

Hkct 6. Every person or corporation owning,

THE ELLA NOBLE. 


"I wft5 only 19 years old when I ship- 
ped the first time,” said my friend, the 
old sjiilor. "The craft was a hriK ca' ed 
the Swallow, and she was bound for the 
west coast of Africa, havinp a carpo of 
cotton cloth, boots and shoes, rum in 
casks, needles, brass kettles, cutlasses, 
old muskets and other stuff that could 
be reatlily tratled for gold dust, nuggets 
and ivory with the natives. In those 
■fifty 3, more than 40 years ago. fortimes 
were made in this trade, but times have 
cha'.'.ged since then. 

) *‘Weha<lanotlier object besides trading, 
for we were instructed to look after the 
BchfKjner Ella Noble, which had sailed 
for the very locality to which we were 
bound and had never returned. What 
had become of her was a mystery, for 
although she was spoken when within a 
day’s sail of the Africjin coast no further 
tidings had come from her, and it was 
feared she had met with some fatal dis- 
aster. 

"The crew were mostly made up ot 
the roughest men found in shipping of- 
fices and along the water front, for the 
voyage was not a desirable one, as there 
was sure to be no little risk of life and 
the food could not be the best procurable 
by any means. I was not at all favor- 
ably impressed by my messmates, but 
my head wjis full of foolish notions about 
the romance in a cruise to Africa, and I 
was more than eager to go. Some of the 
romance faded when I was put on salt 
rations and compelled to do the duty ot 
a common before-the mast sailor. 

“The captain was a brutjil fellow, as 
he neetled to bo in order to command 
Buch a crew and keep them in subjec- 
tion. He had a voice like a foghorn and 
a scowl that was black as a thunder- 
cloud. The first mate was a Si»amard 
named Corello. He had a fiery temrx'r 
and a hesivy hand, but 1 fancied him 
more than the skipper. 

"For some reason Corello seemed to 
take a liking to me, and 1 afterward had 
cause to thank my good fortune this was 
true.

■warning and was careful to keep my 
month shut. My dislike for the captain 
increased, and I actually grew to detest 
the man after I saw him knock down 
with a marline spike a sick man wliom 
he had ordered aloft, but who was unable 
to mount the ratlines. 

"During the first part of the voyage 
the captain and Corello got along well 
enough, and we had sighted the African 
coast when they had their first quarrel. 
The skipper attempted to bully the .Span- 
iard, as was his custom with the regular 
men, and C<jrello fiared uji in an instant. 
Hot wcjrds followed. .All at once the 
master grabbed up a light running block 
and filing it at the mate's hea<l. 

"The aim was true enough, but Corello 
dodged. Then the skipi>er caught up a 
belaying pin and started for the Span- 
iard. I saw a Hash of steel, and Corello 
fell back against the main haWliway, a 
knife in his iiand.

HOW THE BOYS AND GIRLS OF THE 
RICH ARE BROUGHT UP. 

Tonng IVnpIr Who Travel All Dvrr thf* 

rivillrf>«l World Without lntt‘rrii|>tlnn to 

Their Stuillea— ruin Food and Few 

SweetmeatK Foe Mont of Them. 

There are in the Unitotl Rtatos about 
100 children who. uiion arriving at the 
age of maturity, will colne into the pos- 
session of very large fortunes. They will 
each have many millions of dollars. In 
fact one-sixth of the wealth of theUnittnl 
States is supposotl to l>e in the hands of 
20 millionaire families, and each child of 
each family will some day own the mil- 
lions that have lieen accumulated for it 
by its parents and grandparents. 

The parents of the children who will 
some day own one-sixth of all the wealth 
in this country are very careful about 
the training and the education of these 
fortunate youngsters. They are bring- 
ing them upas carefully as ever the chil- 
dren of the royal families of England and 
Gerumuy were brought up. Their te.ich- 
ers are selected from the best in the 
world, and they are taught, disciplined 
and drilled in a wonderful way — a way 
that many children would consider very 
hard, strict and tiresome. 

These millionaire children must bo 
well trained, because they will control 
man)' of the railroads of America, tele- 
graiih companies, and gold, silver and 
oil mines, besides iron interests and other 
great industries. 

As a rule they trarel grc*t deal, and 
some of tliem have been /rer our whole 
country. 

Take the Vanderbilt children for ex- 
ample. They are constantly on the go. 
In the Bumnior they are at Newport. 
Later they visit Lenox. Then they go to 
Europe in a private steam yacht and re- 
turn just in time to spend Christmas at 
home. From February until June t’lcy 
travel through the we.st in a private car. 

Bnt during all these trips their studies 
are nninterrniited. A corps of teachers, 
govenies-s and private tutors accompany 
them everywhere. Their studies are no 
more disturbed by n departure for Mexi- 
co than n public school child’s studies are 
disturbed by a hailstorm. 

Some time ago Mr. Seward Webb and 
his wife and children journeyed to the 
World’s fair in a special train. They 
stopped to visit Mexico, Texas and Cali- 
fornia first. During all this long trip 
the Webb children and some little cous- 
ins wlio accompanied them went on 
■w’ith thi'ir studies as usual. There was 
a special car just for that purpose. The 
car was called the "Idler,” and it was 
gorgeously hung with blue tapestries and 
fine pictures. It had a blue cariiot and 
blue chairs, and all its furnishings sug- 
gested a daintily appointed schoolroom 
ratlier than a rallroAd car. 

Wliile on such trips the children are 
taugiit geography from observation, and 
it is easy to see that they get a fine 
knowledge of the country which they 
will some day control to a great extent. 

When the W. K. Vanderbilt children 
are at home they are taught in a school- 
room which is beautifully decorated with 
Mother Goose melodies and nursery 
rhymes. There are also simple quota- 
tions from Shakespeare for the older 
children. Nothing is sjiared to make 
the book education complete. 

In their daily lives, their goings and 
their coinings and their play, nearly all 
of the little American aristocrats are 
bronght up alike. And that is with ex- 
treme simplicity. They dress with one- 
half the elegance of other children, and 
they eat plainer food. Such children as 
these wear no jewelry at all. They do 
not know what it is to have gold rings, 
bangle bracelets and necklaces. Nor do 
they carry watches. 

Mrs. Paran Stevens, who is a very rich 
woman, says that her daughter, who is 
now the wealthy Mrs. Arthur Paget of 
London and New York, went wild with 
delight over a simple little ring given to 
her when she was 18. It was her very 
first bit of jewelry. 

Mrs. Whitney, the wife of ex-Secreta- 
ry Whitney, used to make it a point to 
take her lunch at the children’s dinner 
hour, and it was then that she took oc- 
casion to teach her little ones by precept 
and example the little elegances of man- 
ner which murk the well bred i>ersott. 
Mrs, Flagler, the wife of tlie rich Stand- 
ard Oil man, goes farther and often 
lunches with her children in their school- 
room and devotes many hours to person- 
al instructions. 

But of course the daily life of rich 
children is not all discipline. Though 
they do not have candy and jewelry and 
rich clothes and rich food, they have 
luxuries which other children do not 
have. They own beautiful horses and 
fine dogs, all of the best breeds. A mil- 
lionaire boy has his saddle horse and of- 
ten his tandem team when at his coun- 
try home, and some of these buys have a 
four in hand. When one of these boys 
wants a new horse, he buys one or se- 
lects one from his father’s stables. He 
has a kennel of dogs, besides rare birds 
and other jiets. And if ho wants to own 
a collection of stumps or stones or but- 
terflies or any other one thing, his father 
gives him money to buy the Ijest that 
tun be biiught. 

When young William Astor Cliunler, 
who is now exploring the heart of Afri- 
eu, was si>etdiiig his summers at Luke 
George not many years ago, he was 
seized with a fancy for owning boats of 
all kinds. He wanted canoes, duck- 
boats, yachts and launches. 

And he got them all. But the chil- 
dren of the neighborhood used to say 
that "Door Willie Chunler" was never 
allowed to buy soda water or candy. 
One day the Uunptation to buy candy 
became too strong for the boy million- 
aire, and he inarche<l boldly into a candy 
store with a company of Lake George 
boys at his heels. 

"Give me 2’i cents’ worth of candy," 
■aid he, "and charge it to William A.”— 
New York Press.

They w’ill know’ that the fate of tU 
street, lind w ith it the fate of scores of 
tributaries to the street, legitimate and 
otherw’ise, of bankers, inerclmnts and 
manufacturers, too numerous to stoii to 
count, hung in the balance, and that a 
finger’s touch from any one of three 
men w’ould have turned the scale ruin- 
w’ard.

A Murderer Penaloner. 

Anibas^dor Bayard has been in- 
stmcteil to make inquiries in regard to 
w’hether Captain W. C. Minor is still 
alive, or wliether the government is pay- 
ing a salary to a dead officer.

His jiay is 
draw’ll by Richard E. Rice of Now Ha- 
ven, the appointed conservator, who files 
quarterly certificates bearing the sig- 
nature of the superintendent of the 
Broadmero Criminal Lunatic asylum io 
the effect that Captain Minor is living. 
The last rejiort from the superintendent 
I read: "Ho w’us confined in the asylum 
I April 17. lb'72. His offense consisted of 
shooting with a revolver and killing a 
man in the Belvidero road, Lambeth." 

I Tlie relatives of Captain Minor have re- 
peatedly made strenuous efforts throuuh 
the state department to secure his re- 
lease.

STA'E HIGHWAY COMMISSION. 


THE MK.MliBRS TRAVELI.INt; ON WHEELS. 

Commissioners Perkins and McClin- 
lock of the state highway commission 
made a run of 135 miles in the last half 
of last w’oek from Lawrence westward 
through the aortheru tier of towns. 
Starting at Lawrence Wednesday and 
returuing to Boston Thursday night on 
account of rain, yet resuming the on- 
ward course on Friday, they accomplish- 
ed this long run successfully aud made 
many valuable observations. The towns 
they traversed were Dracut, Lowell, 
Tyngsboro, Dunstable, Pepperell, Town- 
send, Ashburnham, Ashby, Wiuebendon 
Royalston, Warwick, Nortlifleld, Gill, 
Montague, Erving, Orange and Athol. 
Their route was over what is as much as 
anything the main line of highway 
through this district, though the road iu 
some places rau out to uothiug but a 
mere track across the pastures, where 
uothiug was doue to keep it iu good cou- 
dition. Earlier iu the mouth most of 
Cape Cod bad been traversed iu a similar 
way, aud this week Friday the commis- 
sioners will go to Bourne and finish 
their survey of that region. 

Next week it is their plan to travel 
through Berkshire county iu the same 
way. They do their work on bicycles. 
The beginning of this kind of ob.-e vation 
was made by teams, but it was found to 
involve an expense, iticluding the hired 
driver, of about $12 per day, which the 
commissioners though was more than 
their legislative appropriation of $20U0 
per year for expenses would warrant. 
So they took to their wheels, and find 
that they can get over the ground fastei 
than by team, for many stops aie to be 
made, and at less expense. While they 
are actually travelliug they go faster 
thau the horses. After Berkshire coun- 
ty they propose to traverse the remainder 
of the slate iu the same wav. Before 
long they will begin the annual series of 
meetings which the law requiies them to 
hold in every county. They will begin 
at Nantucket, follow this by a meeting at 
Cottage City, and then expect to hei>iii at 
the west end of the slate, leaving the 
counties nearer Boston for the latter 
part of the seasou. The nature of iht-se 
county meetings will be different from 
the county meetings of last year. Tlien 
the commissioners had in mind to learn 
what the peoplq thought of the advisa- 
bility of estahlisliing a state commishiou 
permanently. Now that the comnusstou 
is established, it is the duty of its mem- 
hers to leuru what is for the advantage 
of the people of any locality, and to give 
all needed advice. So, instead of asking 
quesdons of the people, the commission- 
er-i will answer questions which may be 
asked of them. While ou their trip of 
survey the commissioners keep notes 
showing every cross-road, stieam and 
landmark, togedier with the quality and 
amount of good road-huildiiig materias 
is which in the vicinity. In the northern 
towns the comniissiuuers did nut stop to 
inter-view the people, as they did on the 
Cape, but pushed rapidly on with obser- 
vations. In iheii journey of 1:1.) miles 
they madean average of f »ur miles ai i 
hour, including all their stops to invesi 
gate the nature of the road materials in 
many places. Cyclcmeteis attached to 
their bicycles gave them the disiatice. 

Chairman Purkins ot the commission 
says that there is already talk ol making 
the main road from Springlleld to West- 
Held a state highway, and in one of the 
.■\ttelboro papers there is also a discus- 
sion of doing Hie same with the old 
Boston and I’lovidence turnpike from 
Boston as far us the Rhode Island state 
line. Some of the old turnpike lines are 
the most unveiled roads lu the state to- 
day. It IS said that there were about 
lOOo miles of turnpike in the state at one 
time, beloneiug to the 120 chartered com 
pauies which operated them under acts of 
the Legislature. These old linos will he 
laid off by the commissioners upon a 
map of the state, aud this showing of the 
old turnpike system is expected to he of 
advnntigein the development of a state 
system of highways. 

Echo Bridge Park Extension. 

The largo tract of meadow land, whioh 
lies ou either side of the old Turnpike, 
Worcester street, Wellesley, near the 
Charles River aud Echo Bridge, has been 
bought by Mr. Edgi^i W. Foster, 53 State 
street, Boston, of the Newton Land Im- 
provement Co. Tnis land is intended for 
an extension of Echo Bridge (Hove, 
whioh is situated at the Upper Falls, aud 
goes by the name of “The Echo Bridge 
Grove Extension." The location of this 
land is most desirable for building pur- 
poses, it eiiig within short walking dis- 
tance froi . ...e Upper Falls, and It is 
made doubly attractive by the fact that 
it holders upon u sheet of the purest aud 
oleauest water, half uniile long, broad an i 
deep. The ’’Exteusiou’’ has been divid- 
ed up into building lots, laid out upon a 
large number of well graded streets, 
such as Linden, Beacon, Church, Forest, 
etc. During the last year two or three 
hundred of these lots hsvi* been Kold, a 
fact which plainly shows how much ihe 
advantages of the “Kxieusiuu" are appre- 
ciated by the employ rs of the lac lories 
and paper mills of the Upper and Lower 
Fulls. Some halt dozen or more uew 
houses are coiitrueted for, and several 
cellars are fust ueuriug completiou. 

The Selectmen uud Cum. Childs, hav- 
iug a full uuderstandiiig of the value of 
this property, have ordered the oon- 
Hti'uotiou ot a new culvert uuder ihe 
Turupike, ou a lower level, which makes 
surface drainage of the “Exteusiou " iuio 
the Charles River piactical.
